Introduction 

The  purpose  of  publishing  this  book  is  to  record  data  regarding 
the  family  and  descendants  of  Amasa  Hitchcock,  who  was  born  on 
March  2,  1  779  in  Western,  now  Warren,  Massachusetts,  the  son 
of  Eli  and  Abigail  Olds  Hitchcock. 

The  genealogy  of  any  family  becomes  more  difficult  to  trace 
as  the  years  pass  by.  Those,  who  might  from  their  memories  or 
old  records  in  their  possession,  give  the  facts  necessary,  pass  on  and 
their  records  and  memories  with  them.  Only  too  often  the  records 
they  leave  fall  into  distinterested  hands  and  are  lost  or  even 
destroyed. 

At  lirst  our  interest  in  the  family  history  was  merely  an 
interesting  pastime.  But  in  the  search  for  information,  it.  did  not 
take  long  to  find  that  it  was  none  too  easy  to  learn  of  the  things 
one  would  like  to.  know  about  one’s  forebears.  There  seemed  to 
be  few  who  could  give  facts  for  many  generations  back  of  their 
own.  When  the  present  generation  is  gone,  tracing  family  lines 
would  become  more  difficult  and  likely  an  expensive  piece  of  work 
Because  of  this,  we  are  making  an  effort  at  this  time  to  record 
our  findings  from  a  collection  of  material  which  has  accumulated 
since  1920,  rather  than  wait  until  more  information  can  be  obtained. 

We  are  well  aware  that  our  records  are  by  no  means  complete 
and  also  that  there  may  be  errors  where  we  have  not  been  able  to 
confirm  information  received  from  many  sources.  Where  there 
have  been  any  conflicts  as  to  information,  we  have  used  the  records 
given  us  by  the  families  concerned,  especially  the  usually  accepted 
Bible  records.  When  these  are  not  available,  we  have  used  what 
seemed  to  us  to  be  the  most  reliable  information  at  hand.  It  is  our 
sincere  desire  that  the  readers  of  this  book  will  send  us  any 
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additional  information  they  may  have,  as  well  as  corrections  of  any 
errors.  Such  material  will  be  gratefully  accepted  and  placed  in  our 
files  for  possible  future  use. 

The  authors  have  made  an  effort  to  make  this  genealogy  of 
special  interest  to  those  of  Hitchcock  name  by  including  in  the 
biographical  sketches  many  items  characteristic  of  members  of  the 
family.  YYe  have  tried  to  make  the  record  one  of  more  than  just 
dates  and  places.  This  has  seemed  to  bring  all  these  people  “to  life” 
lor  us  and  we  hope  it  will  do  the  same  for  our  readers.

Grace  Helen  Hitchcock 
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General  Information 

The  name  of  Hitchcock  is  thought  to  have  come  to  England 
at  the  time  of  the  invasion  by  William  t he  Conqueror  of  Normandy 
in  1066  A.J).  Since  that  time  members  of  t his  family  have  been 
numerous  in  England  and  have  been  found  at  early  dates  in  English 
counties  of  Shropshire,  Wiltshire,  Yorkshire,  Somerset,  Cheshire, 
Cornwall  and  London,  although  said  to  have  come  originally  from 
Wiltshire.  Mostly  they  were  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry 
of  Great  Britain. 

Anciently  there  were  two  families  bearing  coats-of-arms,  and 
from  these  the  same  spread  to  other  parts  of  England.  One  branch 
settled  in  Warwickshire  in  which  Fenny  Compton  is  located.  Luke 
Hitchcock,  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  line  with  which  we  are 
concerned,  came  from  Fenny  Compton  and  may  have  been  of  that 
branch. 

One  of  the  first  of  the  family  to  emigrate  to  America  was 
Matthias  or  Mathew,  aged  2  5  years,  said  to  have  come  from  London, 
England,  to  Boston,  Massachusetts  in  May,  163  5.  Eventually  he 
removed  to  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  in  or  before  1639.  Edward, 
said  to  be  a  brother,  made  his  home  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut, 
in  1639.  Luke,  mentioned  above,  is  thought  to  be  a  brother  of 
these  two  according  to  some  historians.  He  was  living  at  New 
Haven,  Connecticut  as  early  as  1644  and  probably  before.  One 
source  states  that  Luke  was  born  in  1605  and  died  in  1659,  coming 
from  England  in  1635,  and  that  he  was  an  original  founder  of  New 
Haven  Colony,  Connecticut.  Later  he  lived  at  Wethersfield, 
Connecticut  where  he  died. 

It  may  be  of  interest  at  this  point  to  state  that  there  is  a 
tradition  in  the  family  of  the  authors  that  our  line  is  descended  from 
one  of  three  Hitchcock  immigrants  who  were  brothers. 

However,  so  far  as  is  known,  at  present,  these  three  men  came 
to  America  and  left  no  trail  behind  them.  It  is  probable  they  were 
men  in  the  humbler  walks  of  life.  There  are  some  indications  that 
their  religious  convictions  were  those  of  the  Puritans. 
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Perhaps  some  will  like  to  know  the  origin  of  the  name 
Hitchcock  and  the  various  forms  it  has  taken  through  the  centuries 

for  a;beC  an°UL  Hltch’  Hick  and  Hich  were  originally  nicknames 
ic  arc .  e  suffix  “cock  ’,  while  sometimes  used  as  a 
lminutive,  also  referred  to  the  character  of  its  first  bearer  i.e..

Many  forms  have  developed  such  as  Hikoc,  Hichecok,  Higecok 
Huchecok,  Hytchecooks,  Hychcok,  Hiccock,  Hichcock.  Hickockes' 
Hichcock,  Hiscock,  Hiscocks,  Hithcox,  Hitchcock,  and  others.  It  is  of 
interest  that  the  will  of  William  Gibbons  of  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
r  ated  Feb.  26,  1654,  spells  the  name  in  three  ways,  i.e.,  Hidgecoke. 

ulgecok  and  Hitchcock.  As  a  witness  to  this  will  Luke  used 
the  form  ot  Hitchcock. 

In  the  United  States  and  Canada,  various  forms  have  persisted 
or  even  changed  since  the  name  came  to  America,  but  Hitchcock 
seems  to  be  the  form  in  most  common  usage  at  present. 
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A  Summary  of  the  First  Five  Generations 

First  Generation 

1 

Luke  Hitchcock,  born  in  1605,  is  supposed  to  have  been  a 
brother  of  Matthias  (or  Mathew)  and  Edward  Hitchcock,  and  to 
have  emigrated  from  Lenny  Compton,  Warwickshire,  England,  to 
America  probably  as  early  as  1635.  He  and  Edward  took  freeman’s 
oath  together  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  on  July  1,  1644.  He 
was  living  in  Wethersheld  in  1646  and  1647  as  evidenced  by  jury 
service  at  the  courts  in  Hartford.  Luke  came  to  America  with  the 
intention  of  taking  possession  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  eastern 
New  England.  But  he  found  it  inhabited  by  hordes  of  Indians 
prepared  to  resist  English  encroachments.  So  he  abandoned  this 
enterprise  and  settled  in  Wethersfield  instead.  Later  he  and  the 
Indians  became  very  good  friends. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Gibbons  of  Hartford,  Connecticut  whose 
brother,  W  illiam  Gibbons  of  Hartford  left  bequests  to  the  family 
in  his  will  oi  Eeb.  26,  1654.  Luke  was  one  of  the  two  witnesses. 

Luke’s  house  was  in  the  center  of  the  village  and  he  owned 
considerable  other  land,  fourteen  tracts  being  recorded  at  Wethers¬ 
field.  He  vv  as  by  trade  a  shoemaker. 

He  was  a  Capt.  at  Crown  Point  in  1645,  and  also  a  selectman 
at  Wethersheld  in  1653  and  1656.  In  Nov.,  1693,  a  Capt.  Cotton 
and  Luke  Hitchcock  were  ordered  to  go  to  the  bay  to  see  Rev 
Increase  Mather,  president  of  the  “colledg”  and  the  “reverend 
elders”  at  Boston  as  to  a  minister. 

1  lis  will  is  dated  Oct.  17,  1659  and  he  died  on  Nov.  1,  1659  at 
Wethersfield.  Elizabeth  remarried  Oct.  2,  1661  and  moved  to 
Springfield  taking  her  sons,  John  and  Luke,  with  her.  Elizabeth 
married  yet  again  and  spent  some  time  in  Hadley,  Massachusetts 
Eventually  she  returned  to  Springfield  where  she  died  April  25,  1696. 

Luke  and  Elizabeth  had  three  children,  the  oldest  being  John- 
known  as  “Deacon  John”.

Second  Generation 

2 

Deacon  John-  Hitchcock,  son  of  Luke  and  Elizabeth  (Gibbons) 
Hitchcock,  was  born  Sept.  27,  1642  and  married  Sept.  27,  1666 
Hannah  Chapin,  born  Nov.  2  or  Dec.  2,  1644,  and  a  descendant 
of  the  Chapin,  Easton  and  Penny  families  of  Paignton  Parish  in 
England  —  a  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Cicely  (Penny)  Chapin  of 
the  Plantation  of  Norwottuck. 

Deacon  John  was  a  deacon  in  the  Church  in  Springfield, 
Massachusetts.  His  place  in  the  meeting  house  was  “In  ye  Backer 
Seate  above  the  Pillars  on  the  North  Side  ”.  He  was  admitted  a 
freeman  in  1682  and  was  a  constable  in  1672.  In  a  fight  at  Turner’s 
Palis,  he  was  wounded,  May  19,  1676  —  one  arm  shot  through 
and  the  other  broken.  Major  Pynchon  asked  the  governor  to  give 
Ensign  John  Hitchcock  a  lieutenant’s  commission  for  gallant 
conduct.  On  Nov.  9,  1686,  he  was  on  a  committee  for  the  “settle¬ 
ment  of  the  town  of  Quaboag”,  now  Brookfield.  In  1688  he  was 
sent  with  five  others  to  the  relief  of  Brookfield  and  also  “to  make 
fortifications  in  Quaboag”. 

His  will  was  dated  Feb.  5,  1711-2  and  he  died  Feb.  9,  1711-2. 
His  wife,  Hannah,  died  May  21,  1719. 

Deacon  John  and  Hannah  had  nine  children,  the  sixth  being 
Nathaniel. 


Third  Generation 

2 

Nathaniel8  Hitchcock,  son  of  Deacon  John  and  Hannah 
(Chapin)  Hitchcock,  was  born  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  Aug.  28,  1677. 
He  married,  Oct.  15,  1713,  Abigail  Lombard  who  was  born  in  1682, 
the  daughter  of  David  and  Margaret  Lombard. 

Nathaniel  was  the  first  settler  of  Brimfield  in  1714.  It  is  also 
recorded  that  Lieut.  Nathaniel  Hitchcocks  family  was  the  first 
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to  remain  through  the  winter,  locating  there  as  early  as  1714.  In 
1722,  he  was  the  first  signer  of  a  petition  for  a  better  apportionment 
of  lands  and  a  survey  of  the  township. 

By  trade,  Nathaniel  was  a  weaver. 

His  wife,  Abigail,  died  March  20,  1757.  Nathaniel  died  April 
2  7,  1  777  —  town  records  say  1761. 

Seven  children  were  born  to  this  union,  the  fifth  being  John. 


Fourth  Generation

John4  Hitchcock,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Abigail  (Lombard) 
Hitchcock,  was  born  in  Brimfield,  Massachusetts,  and  married  Nov. 
12,  1742,  Bethiah  Burt.  They  lived  in  Western,  now  Warren, 
Massachusetts.  His  will  was  admitted  to  probate  June  2,  1777. 
It  gave  to  his  wife,  Bethiah,  “one-third  of  his  house,  furniture  and 
improved  land;  also  two  cows,  six  sheep,  one  swine,  one  hive  of  bees 
and  a  suitable  horse  to  ride  upon”.  He  seems  to  have  owned  land 
in  Brimfield,  Monson  and  South  Brimfield  besides  his  land  in 
Western,  now  Warren. 

John4  and  Bethiah  had  thirteen  children  of  whom  Eli  was 
the  seventh. 


Fifth  Generation 

5 

Eli5  Hitchcock,  the  son  of  John  and  Bethiah  (Burt)  Hitchcock, 
was  born  May  10,  1754  and  married  Abigail  Olds  of  Brookfield, 
Massachusetts,  born  June  2  1,  1754. 

Eli  was  on  the  muster  roll  of  Capt.  Sylvanus  Walker’s  Company, 
June  1  5,  1  775.  It  appears  that  he  served  for  several  short  periods. 
While  in  service  at  Springfield  July  7,  1780  from  Western  (now 
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Warren), Massachusetts,  he  was  described  as  aged  2  5  years,  stature 
5  feet  8  inches,  complexion  light. 

The  family  is  known  to  have  been  living  at  Western,  now 
Warren,  Massachusetts,  in  1781,.  But  they  soon  moved  westward, 
lor  their  fourth  child,  Jeduthan,  was  born  at  Pittsfield,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  August  14,  1784.  When  Jeduthan  was  seven  years  old, 
about  1790,  the  family  moved  to  Lenox,  Massachusetts,  where  they 
lived  until  1807.  Jeduthan,  then  23  years  old,  removed  to  Norwich. 
New  York,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  his  parents  also  moved 
there  or  remained  in  Lenox.  Abigail  died  May  18.  1807  and  Eli 
died  April  6,  1833. 

Eli  and  Abigail  were  the  parents  of  nine  children,  the  first 
being  Amasa0  ,  born  March  2,  1  779.  He  is  the  common  ancestor 
of  all  the  Hitchcocks  described  in  this  book. 

Abigail  Olds,  wife  of  Elir*  Hitchcock,  was  of  English  descent. 
The  name  of  Olds  was  first  known  in  the  person  of  “Roger  Wold  of 
Yolthorpe.  County  York.  Thane,  living  on  his  estate  between  1189 
and  1199  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I”.  The  spelling  since  that  time 
has  varied  —  Olde,  Ould  and  Old  to  the  present  Olds.  Fifteen 
generations  of  the  male  line  are  known  in  England.  In  the  thirteenth 
generation,  Bartholmew  Olde,  living  at  Sherborne,  January  10, 
1594,  married  Margaret  Churchill,  great  aunt  of  the  Duke  of 
Marlborough. 

It  was  Robert  Ould  of  the  sixteenth  generation  who  emigrated 
from  County  Dorset,  England,  to  America.  The  date  is  unknown, 
but  he  was  at  Windsor,  Connecticut,  in  1667.  Later  he  was  in 
Suffield,  Connecticut,  where  he  was  the  first  man  to  have  the  title 
of  doctor. 


His  son.  William  Old,  lived  in  North  Brookfield,  Massachusetts, 
and  was  a  Captain  at  the  siege  of  Lewisburg  in  Queen  Anne’s  War 
in  1  747.  His  son,  Comfort  Olds,  and  wife,  Abigail  Barnes,  were 
the  parents  of  Abigail  Olds  who  married  Eli'*  Hitchcock,  December 

23,  1776.  Comfort  Olds,  born  in  Brookfield,  Massachusetts,  May 

24,  1724,  was  a  soldier  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  and  in  the 
Revolutionary  War. 
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The  Barns  Family 

1. — Thomas  Barns  came  to  America  in  the  Speedwell  May,  1656, 
bought  land  in  Marlboro,  1663  and  died  there,  1679.  He 
married  Abigail  Goodnow,  daughter  of  Thomas  of  Sudbury. 

II. — Thomas  Barns  b.  23  March,  1662.  His  house  and  goods  at 
Marlboro  were  burned  by  Indians  in  King  Philip’s  War.  In 
1691  he  received  a  grant  of  land  at  Brookfield,  Mass.  He  d. 
there  23  Apr.,  1734  being  fatally  gored  by  a  bull.  He  mar. 
1685  Mary  How,  dau.  of  Samuel  and  Martha  of  Sudbury,  who 
d.  4  Feb.,  1719. 

III.  — S  amuel  Barns  had  a  grant  of  40  acres  at  “Matchuck"  in  1710. 

He  d.  7  Oct.,  1  733,  holding  the  office  of  town  treasurer.  He 
mar.  Mercy  Gilbert,  dau.  of  Dea.  Henry. 

IV.  — Abigail  Barns  b.  25  Nov.,  1723,  mar.  23  May,  1745,  Comfort 

Olds. 

Abigail  Barns,  daughter  of  IV  above  was  the  wife  of  Eli0 
Hitchcock. 
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Sixth  Generation

Amasa'3  Hitchcock  (Eli',  John'1,  Nathaniel' ,  John’-,  Luke'),  son 
of  Eli  and  Abigail  (Olds)  Hitchcock,  was  born  March  2,  1779  at 
Western,  now  Warren,  Massachusetts,  and  baptized  at  the  F irst 
Congregational  Church  in  Brimtield,  Massachusetts,  in  May,  1779. 

He  married  Chloe  Sabin,  probably  between  1800  and  1802, 
place  unknown,  but  it  may  have  been  in  Lewis  County,  N.Y.  She 
was  born  according  to  relatives,  Sept.  23,  17  77.  At  the  time  of 
their  marriage,  she  was  a  widow  with  a  son,  Reuben  Worth. 

They  lived  at  Martinsburg  near  Lowville,  Lewis  County,  N.Y., 
according  to  the  Census  of  182  5.  By  1839  they  were  located  near 
Mayville,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y. 

She  died  on  the  morning  of  March  26,  1842,  according  to  her 
son’s  diary  —  “after  a  long  and  painful  illness”.  He  died  Jan.  10, 
1850  of  inflammation  of  the  lungs  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Hiram,  at 
Chautauqua,  N.Y.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Prendergast  cemetery. 
At  present,  stones  are  gone  and  records  appear  to  be  lost.  1  his 
location  is  near  the  Chauncey  Moses  farm  and  has  been  called  the 
“Old  Prendergast  Burying  Ground.” 


HIS  CHILDREN  WERE  I 
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Amasa  Hitchcock’s  parents  moved  from  Warren  to  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts  when  he  was  a  small  boy  sometime  between  1781, 
when  they  are  known  to  have  been  living  at  W  arren  and  1784  when 
son,  Jeduthan,  is  recorded  as  born  in  Pittsfield.  W  hen  Jeduthan 
was  seven  years  old,  they  moved  to  Lenox,  Berkshire  county, 
Massachusetts  and  the  1790  Census  places  the  family  theie. 
Nothing  is  known  of  Amasa  during  the  next  few  years,  but  he  likely 
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stayed  at  home  as  did  most  young  men  of  his  day  until  he  was  21 
years  of  age  in  1800.  At  this  time  settlers  were  entering  Lewis 
County,  N  Y.  and  Amasa  arrived  there  in  1801.  About  this  time, 
he  married  Chloe  (Sabin)  Worth  and  they  made  their  home  at 
Martinsburg,  near  Lowville,  Lewis  county  for  twenty-five  years 
or  more.  It  is  claimed  by  some  that  he  served  in  the  War  of  1812. 
but  this  lias  not  been  confirmed  by  records.  Listed  in  the  182  5 
census  of  Martinsburg  is  the  family  of  Amasa,  2  males,  3  females 
(one  under  16,  one  unm.  over  16)  indicating  that  the  two  older 
boys  of  21  and  22  years  had  already  left  the  home.  Property 
listed  at  this  time  was  u20  acres,  10  neat  cattle,  9  sheep,  19  hogs. 
13  yds  fulled  cloth,  20  yds  unfulled  woolen  cloth,  30  yds  linen 
and  cotton  cloth  made  within  the  year.”  This  indicates  Amasa 
probably  operated  a  fulling  mill  there  as  well  as  a  small  farm. 

In  1839,  Amasa,  his  wife  and  son,  Hiram  and  family  were 
living  on  farms,  also  operating  a  fulling  mill,  near  Mayville, 
Chautauqua  county,  N.Y.  where  dyeing  such  colors  as  snuff, 
wine,  brown  and  black  was  also  done  by  Amasa. 

In  1840.  Amasa  was  active  on  the  farm  where  they  raised  — 
cattle,  sheep  and  hogs,  and  such  crops  as  potatoes,  wheat,  corn,  oats, 
barley,  hay,  beans  and  cucumbers.  He  slashed  timber,  cleared 
land,  built  fences  and  did  carpentry  repairs  about  the  farm.  He 
also  made  soap,  probably  maple  sirup  too,  as  carrying  the  sap 
tubs  into  the  woods  is  mentioned. 


As  to  religion,  Amasa  and  his  wife  were  both 


Hicksite  Quakers. 


The  following  letter  written  by  son,  Hiram,  to  Horace 
Philockless  Hitchcock,  another  son  in  Michigan,  tells  of  Amasa’s 
last  illness  and  death.  This  letter  established  the  first  clue  as 
to  the  date  ol  his  birth  and  established  his  definite  connection  with 
earlier  generations  as  the  son  of  Eli  and  Abigail  (Olds)  Hitchcock. 


This  letter  is  a  quote  copy  as  given  : 


“Chautauque  Jany.  15th,  1850 

Brother  Horace 

1  sit  down  this  evening  to  inform  you  that  father  died  at  our 
house  on  ilutrsday  morning  last  from  an  inflammation  of  the  lungs, 
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he  was  taken  sick  two  weeks  ago  last  monday  night  caused  by 
taking  cold  the  day  before. 

On  new  years  day  he  thought  he  should  like  to  have  Reuben 
Worth,  his  step  son  who  is  a  practising  physician  in  Mayville,  come 
down  and  see  him,  and  I  went  after  him  ;  he  came  down  and  gave  him 
some  medicine  which  he  took  and  the  doctor  thought  he  would  be 
about  in  a  few  days.  He  complained  of  soreness  about  the  chest 
something  like  a  pleuracy,  but  had  no  cough  as  he  usually  did 
when  he  had  a  cold,  but  grew  worse  till  Sunday  when  he  consented 
to  have  Doctor  Worth  sent  for  again  and  we  sent  to  St.  Clairsville 
for  Sister  Mary  20  miles,  as  we  now  begun  to  think  him  dangerous, 
The  doctor  and  his  wife  came  down  and  staid  with  him  most  of  the 
time  till  he  died.  Mary  got  here  on  Monday  and  the  next  day 
we  sent  a  line  by  mail  for  David  Stephens  and  he  came  up  and 
they  staid  till  after  the  funeral  and  started  for  home  yesterday 
morning.  Father  seemed  to  have  full  confidence  in  Doctor  Worth, 
he  had  lived  with  him  most  of  the  time  since  he  was  married,  and 
they  thought  a  good  deal  of  one  another  —  The  medicine  he  took 
operated  mostly  as  desired  untill  about  a  day  before  he  died,  when 
he  concluded  he  should  not  get  well  and  refused  to  take  any  more. 
He  made  scarce  any  complaints  but  could  not  talk  much  on  account 
of  the  weakness  of  his  lungs.  His  mind  was  clear  to  appearance 
when  fairly  awake  to  the  last. 

I  will  mention  that  he  has  lived  with  me  since  last  spring. 

We  are  the  rest  of  us  in  usual  health  except  Eleanor,  she  is 
quite  beat  out  with  care  and  anxiety  about  father,  he  had  the  best 
of  attention  from  doctor  Worth  and  his  wife,  Sister  Mary  and 
finally  from  all  concerned. 

I  have  no  particular  news  to  write  at  present  more  than  I  have 
wrote,  father  would  have  been  71  years  old  on  the  2  day  of  March 
next. 


I  wish  you  to  write  me  a  letter  immediately  as  1  have  not 
heard  from  you  in  a  long  time. 


Hiram  Hitchcock.” 
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Chloe  Sabin  was  born  Sept.  23,  1777  —  parents  and  place 
unknown  at  present. 

She  married  Amasa  Hitchcock  probably  between  1800  and 
1802  and  likely  in  Lewis  county,  N.Y.,  possibly  before  coming  there. 

She  died  at  her  home  near  Mayville,  Chautauqua  county,  N.Y. 
on  March  26,  1842  “after  a  long  and  painful  illness”.  It  appears 
that  this  may  have  been  cancer.  Information  in  the  diary  of  her 
son,  Hiram,  is  that  she  required  opiates  for  several  weeks  before 
her  death.  She  was  buried  in  the  Prendergast  Cemetery  near 
Chautauqua,  N.Y. 

The  parents  of  Chloe  Sabin  are  not  known  at  this  time.  It  is 
possible  she  was  a  child  or  relative  of  Asa  or  Beekman  Sabin,  the 
latter  from  Pawling,  Dutchess  county,  N.Y.,  who  settled  in  Lewis 
county  in  1798  to  1800,  one  to  three  years  before  Chloe ’s  husband, 
Amasa,  arrived  there.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that  Chloe  was 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Keziah  Sabin  who  had  a  daughter,  Chloe 
(The  Hitchcock  family  was  living  in  Warren  near  by  as  late  as 
1781  and  they  may  have  been  acquainted)  born  Sept.  7.  1  772  in 
Brookfield,  Mass.  —  that  Sept.  7  was  her  birth  date,  Sept.  23  a 
baptismal  date  and  the  change  of  1772  to  1  777  either  an  error  of 
copy  or  indistinct  record,  or  even  a  change  claimed  by  herself  as 
was  sometimes  done  in  those  days,  especially  by  young  widows. 
It  is  known  that  she  was  a  widow  by  the  name  of  Worth  and  had 
a  young  son,  Reuben.  Her  son,  Hiram  Hitchcock,  who  lived  near 
her,  recorded  in  his  family  Bible  the  date  of  her  death  as  “March 
25,  1842.  (Don’t  know  her  age)”.  She  may  have  had  a  sister 
Lucy  and  relatives  by  the  name  of  Rogers  from  Columbus  and 
Sugar  Grove,  Pennsylvania.  Relatives  who  concur  in  the  birth 
record  of  Sept.  23,  1777  gave  her  name  as  Cloe,  Chloe  or  Cloie, 
and  forms  of  Sabin  and  Saben,  often  with  the  letter  “s”  added. 

Her  religious  faith  was  that  of  the  Hicksite  Quakers.  This 
fact  may  have  something  to  do  with  the  difficulty  as  to  her  birth 
date.  Many  Quakers  persisted  in  using  the  old  form  of  recording 
dates  and  this  form  has  not  been  in  use  for  many  years. 
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Chloe’s  father  is  said  to  have  fought  in  the  Revolution  and  to 
have  been  in  some  bitter  and  bloody  battles. 

In  general,  historical  records  show  that  many  settlers  of  Lewis 
County,  N.Y.  came  from  around  Pauling.  Also  many  early  settlers 
came  from  Westfield,  Massachusetts,  and  Salem,  N.Y.  However 
a  considerable  search  has  failed  to  establish  definite  information 
about  Chloe  Sabin  and  her  family. 
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HIRAM  H.  HITCHCOCK

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Hiram  H.7  Hitchcock  (Amasa6,  Eli John'',  i\athaniei\  John'1, 
Luke1),  the  son  of  Amasa  and  Chloe  (Sabin)  (Worth)  Hitchcock, 
was  born  on  January  14,  1S03  at  Lowville  or  nearby  Martinsburg, 
Lewis  County,  N.Y. 


He  married  first  Nancy  Pierce  on  August  28,  182  5,  and  second 
Eleanor  Baker  Smith,  on  April  4,  182  7. 

Hiram  died  on  April  15,  1894,  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Horace, 
at  Mayville,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  He  was  buried  in  North 
Harmony  Cemetery  in  that  county. 
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Hiram  Hitchcock  “in  his  early  days”  left  the  Lowville  area  of 
Lewis  County,  N.Y.,  and  went  to  Mayville,  Chautauqua  County, 
N.Y.  There  he  was  engaged  with  his  father  in  the  manufacture 
of  cloth.  He,  like  his  parents,  was  a  Quaker.  He  lived  to  be  91 
years  old  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Horace. 


Hiram  contributed  three  items  of  importance  to  the  family 
history.  First  he  wrote  the  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  given  under 
Amasa0  —  the  letter  which  established  the  birth  date  of  Amasa  and 
started  the  interest  of  the  authors  in  family  history.  Second,  he 
purchased  a  family  Bible  and  recorded  many  family  births,  marriages 
and  deaths  in  it.  Third,  he  kept  a  detailed  diary  which,  together

with  his  Bible,  supplies  considerable  information  about  his  parents 
and  other  relatives  as  well  as  his  own  family.  Apparently  he  and 
his  father  operated  a  fulling  mill  on  some  stream  or  river  in  or  near 
Mayville,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.,  and  his  father  also  dyed 
some  of  the  cloth  treated  in  the  mill.  He  and  his  father  appear  to 
have  worked  together  on  one  or  more  farms  where  they  had  sheep, 
hogs,  and  cattle,  and  raised  grain  and  the  crops  needed  for  these. 
Fortunately  the  Bible  and  a  section  of  the  diary  from  Oct.  1,  1839, 
through  May,  1844,  were  made  available  for  examination  by  a 
grandson,  the  late  Arthur  H.  Hitchcock,  and  is  the  source  of  much 
of  the  information  recorded  here.  In  addition  to  dates,  he  mentions 
working  on  the  milldam  wheeling  dirt,  clearing  land,  cutting  logs 
and  wood,  building  fences,  and  tending  the  animals  and  various 
crops.  Both  oxen  and  horses  were  used.  Apples  were  grown  but 
no  other  fruit  is  mentioned  ;  and  peaches  were  purchased.  Apparently 
Hiram  did  much  reading  and  copied  long  excerpts  from  borrowed 
books  especially  those  of  a  religious  nature  and  articles  on  the  use 
of  herbs  and  recipes  for  drugs  in  the  treatment  of  disease  such  as 
“Scarlet  Fever”  and  on  “Iodine  Cure  for  Consumption.”  .Medical 
treatment  of  that  day  seems  odd  to  us  now  —  even  that  of  practising 
physicians.  On  beb.  28,  1840,  pigeons  were  mentioned  as  being 
very  thick  —  probably  a  migration  of  the  passenger  pigeon,  now 
extinct.  I  his  family  seems  to  have  been  politically  minded  for  all 
went  to  the  election  of  Nov.  4,  1840. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  mention  of  relatives  who  visited  his 
home  and  of  those  he  visited  on  trips  during  this  period.  There  is 
some  indication  that  his  aunt  Lucy  from  Pennsylvania  may  have 
been  his  mother’s  sister,  a  Lucy  Sabin.  Also  mentioned  are  Cousin 
Cyrus  Rogers  of  Columbus,  Samuel  Rogers  of  Sugar  Grove,  and  an 
uncle  and  aunt  Rogers,  all  of  Pennsylvania.  Since  Hiram’s  father 
had  no  sisters  of  that  name  so  far  as  is  known,  it  is  possible  these 
Rogers  are  related  to  Hiram’s  mother,  Chloe  Sabin.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  may  be  relatives  of  his  wives,  either  Nancy  Pierce  or 
Eleanor  Baker  Smith. 

Little  is  known  of  Hiram’s  two  wives.  Nancy  Pierce  was  born 
August  17,  1803,  and  died  July  12,  1826,  two  days  after  the  birth 
of  her  daughter,  Nancy  Jane.  She  was  buried  in  the  Prendergast 
Cemetery,  near  Chautauqua,  N.Y.  Eleanor  Baker  Smith  was  born 
March  21,  1806,  and  died  August  9,  1876.  She  was  buried  in  the 
North  Harmony  Cemetery,  near  Chautauqua,  N.Y. 
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Henry  H.7  Hitchcock  ( Amasa *,  Eli\  John \  Nathaniel 3,  John-, 
Luke1),  the  son  of  Amasa  and  Chloe  (Sabin)  (Worth)  Hitchcock, 
was  born  on  December  7,  1804,  at  Lowwille,  Lewis  County,  N.Y. 

He  married  Clarissa  Hubbard. 

He  died  in  Lewis  County,  N.Y.,  on  May  29,  1893.

Horace  P.  Hitchcock  lived  at  home  with  his  parents  at 
Martinsburg  near  Lowville,  Lewis  County,  N.Y.,  until  he  was 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

When  a  lad  of  seven  years,  in  1816,  the  area  was  stricken  by 
a  weather  condition  known  as  “the  year  without  a  summer”  when 
there  was  a  killing  frost  every  month  and  very  little  food  was 
produced.  Histories  record  that  by  spring  the  inhabitants  were  near 
starvation  when  the  ice  broke  up  in  the  rivers  and  grain  was  brought 
in  by  boat.  He  often  told  of  the  privations  of  that  winter.  Many 
residents  tied  the  area  because  they  feared  that  the  experience 
might  be  repeated.  But  the  Hitchcock  family  remained. 

In  1830,  Horace  P.  left  home  and  worked  in  the  neighborhood 
about  three  years  at  such  jobs  as  he  could  get.  In  1832  he  married 
Elmira  Day,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Lewis  Day,  a  soldier  of 
the  American  Revolution,  who  was  living  with  his  family  at 
nearby  Watson. 

After  another  year  in  the  home  area,  he  decided  to  move  to 
Michigan.  In  October  of  1833,  he  took  his  wife  and  four  weeks 
old  son,  James  M.,  to  Mayville,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  In 
January  of  1834,  he  went  alone  on  foot  to  Michigan,  “the  land  of 
lakes,  hills  and  dales”,  to  acquire  land.  He  entered  80  acres  of 
government  land  one  mile  south  of  Hudson  in  Pittsford  Township, 
Section  25,  but  in  Hillsdale  County.  He  received  a  patent  for  this 
from  Andrew  Jackson. 

Again  on  foot,  he  returned  to  Mayville,  where  he  purchased  an 
ox-team  and  a  conveyance  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  a  two¬ 
wheeled  ox  cart.  Later,  in  1834,  he  took  his  family  with  their  few 
household  effects  to  the  new  home  in  the  forest  wilds  of  Michigan. 

Among  their  possessions,  now  owned  by  the  authors,  was  a  small 
paper  covered  trunk  containing  the  clothing  of  his  wife  and  baby 
—  also  said  to  have  been  used  as  a  seat  during  the  journey  of  about 
300  miles.

HORACE  P.  HITCHCOCK'S  FARM  HOME 
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After  22  days  of  travel,  the  little  family  arrived  at  the  land 
previously  purchased,  and  commenced  the  task  of  making  a  home 
in  the  wilderness.  Horace  P.  was  of  the  7th  generation  of  American 
Hitchcocks  arid  each  of  his  six  forebears,  beginning  with  Luke,  the 
immigrant,  went  to  the  frontier  to  make  a  home. 


On  arrival,  his  capital  consisted  of  his  own  strong  arms,  the 
willing  hands  of  his  wife  and  $22.00  in  money  —  the  latter  being 
paid  out  at  once  for  provisions  for  which  he  had  to  go  to  Adrian 
and  Tecumseh.  On  the  first  day  the  family  started  living  from  their 
land.  Horace  P.  found  a  bee-tree  that  yielded  eighty  pounds  of 
honey,  a  most  welcome  addition  to  their  food  supply.  A  small 
clearing  was  made  and  soon  a  rude  log  dwelling  appeared.  At 
this  time  the  cooking  utensils  of  the  family  consisted  of  a  “skillet 
or  ‘spider’,  a  dish,  a  kettle  and  an  iron  tea  kettle”. 


In  the  summer  of  1835,  this  place  was  sold  for  $1,000  and  land 
in  Adams  Township,  Section  26,  was  purchased  from  second  hands. 
The  family  to  which  had  been  added  a  daughter,  Sarah  Louise, 
moved  to  the  new  location  in  February  of  1836.  On  this  land  in 
the  primitive  forest,  Horace  P.  not  only  cut  the  first  tree  but  also 
had  to  clear  a  roadway  for  a  mile  and  a  half  to  get  to  it.  Later, 
in  1837  and  38,  he  was  instrumental  in  the  construction  of  an  east 
and  west  road  six  miles  long  to  enable  the  settlers  to  reach  Hillsdale 
conveniently. 

This  farm  became  the  permanent  home  of  the  family.  In  1878 
it  included  about  160  acres  —  40  or  more  in  Section  26  on  which 
the  house  was  located,  40  acres  in  the  SE  corner  of  Section  27,  40 
acres  south  of  the  house  and  20  acres  of  timber  in  the  NE  corner 
of  Section  2  7.  From  these  acres  of  wilderness  land,  Horace  P. 
developed  a  productive  farm;  and  the  home  there  was  ever  known 
as  a  generous  and  hospitable  one. 


After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Elmira,  he  married  Miss  Esther 
Cook  who  survived  him  when  he  died  in  1883.  "The  funeral  took 
place  at  his  late  residence  and  was  attended  by  people  from  all 
parts  of  the  county.” 


Family  records  give  two  spellings  for  his  middle 
Philockless  and  Philowless.  Perhaps  both  are  phonetic 
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CHILDREN  OF  HORACE  P.  HITCHCOCK  AND  ELMIRA  (DAY)  HITCHCOCK 
ght:  Top  Row  —  Hiram,  James,  Father  Horace  P.,  Martin  H.,  John,  Josephine.  Bottom  Row  — 
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of  the  name  Philologus  which  was  a  fairly  common  one  at  the  time 
of  his  birth. 

As  to  appearance,  he  was  probably  a  little  less  than  average 
in  height  and  of  a  stocky  build.  His  eyes  were  blue. 

Horace  P.  was  always  a  farmer  by  occupation.  As  a  young  man 
living  in  the  Black  River  valley  of  Lewis  County,  NA  he  had 
become  interested  in  the  apple  orchards  there.  In  Michigan  on 
July  16  of  1878,  he  had  become  “a  fruit  grower  of  over  a  quarter 
century  of  experience”  and  reported  to  the  Hillsdale  Standard  that 
“the  coming  apple  crop  will  not  average  more  than  half  of  the  usual 
yield”.  One  especially  prized  variety  in  his  orchard  was  the  large 
“Yellow  Pippin”  which  was  considered  at  that  time  to  be  a  very 
beautiful  and  desirable  apple.  He  also  raised  and  sold  in  Hillsdale 
the  first  tame  strawberries  produced  in  that  area. 


“In  the  early  times  Horace  P.  was  in  politics  a  Whig  and 
ardently  supported  the  nomination  of  Henry  Clay  for  the  presi¬ 
dency.  When  the  Republican  party  was  formed  to  resist  the 
encroachment  of  slavery,  Air.  Hitchcock  was  and  has  ever  since 
been  a  Republican.  No  one  who  knew  him  ever  had  occasion  to 
doubt  how  he  would  vote,  or  whom  he  would  support  for  office”. 
He  was  “a  lover  of  his  country  and  its  institutions”  and  most  sincere 
in  his  political  convictions.  He  is  said  to  have  attended  the 
convention  in  Chicago  when  Abraham  Lincoln  was  nominated  for 
the  presidency.  In  1876  with  two  friends,  he  went  to  Washington, 
D.C.,  for  the  Centennial  celebration. 


Because  of  his  interest  in  public  affairs,  he  took  a  newspaper. 
At  first  he  went  to  Hillsdale  quite  often  after  the  mail.  Eventually 
he  paid  a  man  who  frequently  passed  his  farm  to  bring  his  mail  to 
him.  Although  not  free,  this  was  the  beginning  of  rural  delivery 
in  that  neighborhood. 


So  far  as  is  known,  he  had  no  special  religious  alfiliations. 
However,  raised  in  a  Quaker  home,  he  retained  certain  beliefs 
and  some  of  their  customs  such  as  the  one  pertaining  to  the  wearing 
of  hats. 


Certainly,  in  the  time  of  Horace  P.  Hitchcock,  the  problems  of 
the  U.S.  government  were  very  serious,  and  political  opinions  were 
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CHILDREN  OF  HORACE  P.  HITCHCOCK  AND  ESTHER  (COOK)  HITCHCOCK 
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diverse  and  often  extremely  bitter.  A  man  of  his  strong  political 
opinions  was  bound  to  have  a  few  arguments  especially  when  an 
equally  ardent  Democrat  in  the  person  of  his  friend,  Hiram  Lyon, 
lived  just  across  the  corner.  Stories  of  their  encounters  are  not  only 
amusing  but  are  also  very  revealing  as  to  the  characters  of  these 
two  men.  With  a  recent  copy  of  his  newspaper  in  his  hand  to  back 
up  his  ideas,  Horace  P.  would  walk  across  the  corner  hoping  to 
convince  Hiram  of  the  errors  of  his  political  thinking.  As  he  came 
into  view,  Hiram  would  inform  his  family  ‘There  comes  the  old 
fool”  or  ‘7 hat  Black  Republican.” 

Long  experience  had  taught  the  numerous  Lyon  children  the 
proper  conduct  during  these  encounters.  At  the  first  sign  of  an 
argument,  they  would  scamper  to  safe  vantage  points  along  the 
kitchen  walls.  Mrs.  Lyon,  after  making  sure  that  the  youngest 
children  were  under  proper  control,  would  continue  placidly  about 
her  work.  She  was  a  quiet  woman  with  a  sense  of  humor,  and 
seemed  to  feel  that  the  arguing  in  her  kitchen  would  not  change 
anything  too  much.  Usually  it  was  not  long  before  the  two  men 
would  be  pacing  back  and  forth  the  length  of  the  long  kitchen. 
Arguments  usually  became  heated  and  sometimes  loud.  The 
children,  watching  and  listening,  would  be  spellbound  with  excite¬ 
ment.  Perhaps  they  secretly  hoped  that  at  least  a  few  blows, 
which  sometimes  seemed  imminent,  would  be  exchanged ;  or  that 
their  father  might  try  to  throw  Mr.  Hitchcock  out  the  door.  And 
of  course  there  was  always  the  possibility  that  one  of  the  men 
would  so  far  forget  himself  as  to  walk  on  out  one  of  the  doors  at 
either  end  of  the  kitchen  and  fall  off  the  “stoop”.  But  none  of 
these  things  ever  happened.  Neither  man  was  ever  able  to  change 
the  party  loyalty  of  the  other.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  they  al¬ 
ways  parted  and  ever  remained  good  and  respected  friends.  In 
fact  they  eventually  became  sort  of  relatives  with  a  mutual  and 
happy  interest  in  the  marriage  of  Hiram’s  daughter,  Alice,  to 
Horace  P.’s  son,  Martin. 

According  to  records  of  the  time,  Horace  P.  Hitchcock  “was 
probably  as  well  known  as  any  citizen  of  Hillsdale  County  —  as 
a  pioneer  of  the  pioneers,  an  active  and  enterprising  man,  a  good 
and  well  respected  neighbor  and  a  thrifty  farmer”.  As  to  money 
matters,  “his  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond”. 
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Although  so  very  interested  in  political  matters,  it  seems  that 
he  did  not  seek  office  for  himself  —  at  least  not  important  ones. 
He  seems  to  have  been  more  interested  in  the  principles  which  he 
considered  would  be  for  the  best  welfare  of  his  country  than  he  was 
in  office  for  himself. 
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Elmira  Day,  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Sarah  Day,  was  born 
August  8,  1813.  In  1818  and  1820,  her  parents  and  their  family 
were  living  in  Lake  Pleasant  in  what  was  then  known  as  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  N.Y. 

The  Day  family  probably  moved  to  Lewis  County,  N.Y., 
before  1832  for  Elmira  was  married  to  Horace  P.  Hitchcock  in 
Lowville  of  that  county  in  1832. 

She  died  September  16,  1859  in  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale 
County,  Michigan,  and  was  buried  in  the  Hill  Cemetery  there. 
Her  death  was  reported  as  due  to  a  stroke  of  apoplexy,  but  there  is 
some  reason  to  believe  that  she  had  been  subject  to  a  heart  ailment 
for  some  time.  She  had  been  to  visit  a  neighbor  and  was  stricken 
while  on  the  way  home.  She  did  not  survive  long  enough  to  reach 
home  alive. 

Elmira  was  the  typical  pioneer  farmer’s  wife  who  helped 
her  husband  build  a  good  home  in  the  wilderness.  During  this 
time,  she  became  the  mother  of  nine  children  who  grew  to  adult¬ 
hood  and  a  pair  of  twins  who  did  not  survive  birth.  Not  much  is 
known  of  her  personal  appearance  other  than  what  can  be  learned 
from  her  picture.  This  together  with  a  lock  of  her  straight  black 
hair  was  preserved  by  her  young  son,  Martin.

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ELMIRA  (DAY)  HITCHCOCK 


Estimated  birth  dates  might  vary  a  year  according  to  the 
month  of  birth.  Eleanor  was  sometimes  called  Nellie. 


Since  records  make  it  appear  that  there  were  two  or  more  men 
named  Lewis  Day  who  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  the 
following  is  given  to  identify  the  father  of  Elmira,  so  that  his  many 
descendants  will  have  a  reliable  record  of  his  service. 


This  Lewis  Day  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The 
census  of  1840  lists  him  as  a  pensioner  of  that  war.  and  a  resident 
of  the  town  of  Watson,  Lewis  County,  N.Y.  • —  aged  73  years. 
The  estimated  birth  date  accordingly  is  1  767.  This  date  is  in 
conflict  with  dates  in  his  pension  application  and  may  be  an  error. 
He  would  have  been  only  13  or  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his 
enlistment,  and  that  would  have  been  rather  young,  even  for  a 
“fifer.”  It  is  possible  he  was  a  husky  looking  boy  of  good  size 
who  was  able  to  appear  old  enough  for  enlistment.  However,  it 
would  seem  that  preference  should  be  given  to  dates  in  his  pension 
application.  Notes  from  this  record  follow. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  a  portion  of  this  application 
is  based  on  Lewis  Day’s  memories  of  35  years  before.  Lor  example. 
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he  would  surely  know  the  correct  date  of  his  discharge  at  the  end 
of  the  war,  i.e.,  on  or  about  April  1,  1783.  Also  it  would  be  quite 
likely  that  lie  would  recall  that  the  time  of  his  service  was  2  years 
and  4  months,  which  was  according  to  the  U.S.  government  record, 
rather  than  1  year  and  4  months  as  indicated  by  his  claimed 
enlistment  date  of  December  10,  1781.  It  is  probable  that  he  had 
forgotten  the  year  of  his  enlistment  and  someone  miscalculated  the 
date  in  figuring  backward.  Apparently  he  enlisted  ‘‘on  or  about 
the  tenth  day  of  December”  in  1780  instead  of  in  1781. 

Lewis  Day  served  in  the  Revolution  as  a  musician  (a  fifer) 
under  Capt.  Jackson  in  Colonel  Ansel  Tupper’s  regiment,  the  tenth 
regiment  of  the  Massachusetts  line.  In  1818  and  1820,  he  and  his 
family  were  living  in  the  town  (or  township)  of  Lake  Pleasant  in 
what  was  then  known  as  Montgomery  County,  N.Y.,  as  stated 
in  papers  regarding  an  application  for  a  pension.  He  gave  his 
age  on  above  dates  as  55  and  57  respectively.  His  birth  date  is 
estimated  from  these  to  be  1763.  Also  he  listed  his  wife’s  age  in 
1818  as  43,  giving  her  an  estimated  birth  date  of  1  775. 

In  the  1820  statement,  he  lists  the  ages  of  his  children  as  in 
the  table  above,  and  Elmira  was  listed  as  4  years  old.  Since  her 
birth  date  is  known  to  be  August  8,  1813,  she  would  have  been  4 
years  old  in  the  spring  of  1818.  Consequently,  it  appears  that  the 
children’s  ages  were  based  on  the  1818  date,  and  birth  dates  in  the 
table  have  been  estimated  accordingly. 

According  to  his  memory,  this  Lewis  Day  entered  the  service 
on  or  about  December  10,  1781,  and  left  the  service  on  or  about 
April  1,  1783,  his  discharge  being  due  to  the  end  of  the  war.  His 
discharge  was  received  from  the  hand  of  Captain  Jackson  at  Nelson’s 
Point,  N.Y.  He  took  it  home  and  left  it  with  his  parents  who 
were  living  at  SpencertoWn,  Columbia  County,  N.Y.  His  father 
had  died  some  years  before  1818  and  his  mother  and  brother  had 
gone  to  the  western  or  southern  frontiers.  So  his  discharge  had 
been  lost;  and  the  statement  from  which  this  information  has  been 
taken  was  made  under  oath  to  take  the  place  of  his  discharge  when 
he  made  his  claim  for  a  pension. 

Proof  that  this  Lewis  Day  is  the  father  of  the  Elmira  Day  who 
married  Horace  P.  Hitchcock  is  found  in  the  names  and  ages  of 
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his  children  as  given  in  his  pension  statement.  These  names 
coincide  with  records  preserved  by  Michigan  descendants,  with  the 
exception  of  Aaron  who  was  unmentioned.  It  is  probable  that  he 
was  21  years  of  age  or  over  and  had  left  home,  or  else  he  was 
deceased. 

Just  before  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution,  there  was  organized 
in  Columbia  County,  N.Y.,  what  was  known  as  a  “regiment  of  foot”, 
composed  of  several  companies.  One  of  these,  Capt.  John 
McKinstery  s  of  Livingston,  fought  in  the  Rattle  of  the  Cedars 
on  the  St.  Lawrence.  Other  than  this,  it  is  not  known  where  or 
how  these  men  served  except  that  some  may  have  fought  in  the 
Mohawk  Valley  country.  It  is  believed  that  some  may  have 
served  with  Gates’  Army  at  Saratoga,  N.Y.  No  doubt  many  were 
required  to  stay  at  home  to  control  the  Tories  who  w7ere  quite  active 
in  Columbia  County.  In  one  of  the  companies,  that  of  Capt.  James 
Spencer,  we  find  the  names  of  Aaron  Day  and  David  Day.  It  is 
conjectured  that  one  of  these,  perhaps  Aaron,  was  Lewis  Day’s 
father  who  died  some  years  before  1818,  and  his  brother  who  then 
went  with  his  mother  to  the  western  or  southern  frontiers. 

According  to  his  pension  application  papers,  Lewis  Day  was  a 
farmer  in  1818  but  was  able  to  assist  but  little  in  the  support  of 
his  family  “by  reason  of  rheumatic  complaints  and  ill  health  other¬ 
wise”.  The  pension  received  was  $8.00  per  month.  He  may  have 
had  arthritis  for  he  lived  some  25  years  after  this  statement  was 
made. 

This  is  the  will  of  Lewis  Day  as  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Clerk  of  Lewds  County,  N.Y. : 

“I,  Lewis  Day  of  the  town  of  Watson,  county  of  Lewis,  state  of 
New7  York ;  do  hereby  make  and  ordain  this,  my  last  Will  and 
Testament,  in  manner  and  form  following,  viz:  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  my  dear  daughter,  Sally  Dye,  all  my  real  and  personal  property 
situated  in  the  town  of  Watson,  county  of  Lewis,  state  of  New  York  ; 
except  one  dollar  to  each  and  every  lawful  heir  to  said  property  to 
be  paid  by  Sally  to  said  heir  on  demand.  And  all  the  rest  and 
residue  of  my  estate,  goods  and  chattels  1  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  dear  beloved  daughter  Sally,  whom  l  nominate,  constitute  and 
appoint  sole  executrix  of  this,  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby 
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i evoking  all  other  and  former  wills  by  me  at  any  time  heretofore 
made.  Dated  11  November,  1843.  Signed,  Lewis  Day. 

Witnesses:  Henry  W.  Claflin,  John  Babcock,  John  T.  Brown. 
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Esther  Cook,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Catherine  (Albright) 
Cook,  was  born  on  October  18,  1826  in  the  town  of  Lester  (probably 
Leicester),  Livingston  County,  N.Y.,  according  to  her  daughter, 
Harriet  lone,  who  copied  the  record  from  the  Bible  of  Esther’s 
mother.  Other  dates  submitted  vary  a  day  or  two  but  the  above  is 
believed  to  be  correct. 

She  was  married  to  Horace  P.  Hitchcock  of  Adams  Township, 
Hillsdale  C  ounty,  Michigan  by  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Fairfield  on  October 
16,  1860  in  Hillsdale,  or  Hillsdale  Township,  of  the  same  county. 

She  died  of  tuberculosis  on  February  13,  1892  in  Adams  Town- 
ship,  Hillsdale  County,  and  was  buried  in  the  Hill  Cemetery  there. 

Esther  Cook  came  to  Michigan  in  1827  or  29  with  her  parents 
when  they  moved  from  Livingston  County,  N.Y.  to  Franklin, 
Lenawee  County,  Michigan.  As  early  as  1833,  half  of  Lenawee 
and  all  ot  Hillsdale  County  was  an  interminable  forest. 

In  1840  (some  records  give  1844),  the  family  moved  to  a  farm 
in  Allen  Township  in  Llillsdale  County,  Michigan. 

When  Esther  was  about  18  years  of  age,  she  became  a  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  Township  of  Allen.  In  1854  when 
the  family  moved  to  Hillsdale  Township,  she  united  by  letter 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  the  city  of  Hillsdale. 

When  Esther  was  married  to  Horace  P.  Hitchcock,  seven  of 
his  nine  children  by  his  first  marriage,  varying  in  ages  from  6  to 
22  years,  were  still  at  home.  In  addition  to  these  she  became  the 
mother  of  live  children  of  her  own,  two  of  whom  did  not  survive 
infancy.  It  must  have  required  a  great  deal  of  courage  as  well  as 
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energy  to  be  a  pioneer  mother  in  such  a  home.  But  it  is  reported 
that  she  was  an  excellent  housekeeper  and  an  affectionate  mother. 


Her  religious  faith  was  deep  and  unwavering  to  the  last  of 
a  lingering  illness.

Esther's  parents  were  both  born  in  Brunswick  lownship, 
Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Reading.  After  their 
marriage,  they  lived  there  for  about  a  year.  Soon  after  the  birth 
of  their  son.  Hugh,  they  moved  to  "Genessee  Mats  .  Livingston 
County,  N  Y.  In  this  county,  at  Leicester,  their  daughter.  Esther, 
was  born  shortly  before  they  came  to  Michigan  in  182  7  or  29. 


The  Cooks  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Lenawee  and 
Hillsdale  C  ounties  in  Michigan.  The  first  home  of  the  family  in 
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Michigan  was  in  hranklin  Township,  Lenawee  County,  where  Mr. 
Cook  was  a  farmer.  Early  after  settling  there,  the  Cook  house 
became  a  stopping  place  of  the  “Methodist  Itinerants”.  At  this 
time,  both  Mr.  Cook  and  his  wife  were  converted  under  the  labors 
of  Elder  Baulkman  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Church  of  which 
she  was  a  member  until  her  death. 

Catherine  was  a  woman  of  indomitable  courage  and  resource¬ 
fulness.  At  one  time  there  was  no  dour  or  bread  to  be  had  anywhere 
m  the  area.  She  picked  the  ripe  heads  of  wheat,  shucked  the  grain 
by  hand,  and  ground  it  in  her  coffee  mill  so  that  her  family  could 
have  bread.  Also  she  w7as  one  of  those  women  always  ready  to  go. 
day  or  night,  to  the  aid  of  a  neighbor  in  trouble. 


Sometime  between  1840  and  1844,  the  Cooks  moved  to  a  farm 
in  Allen  Township,  Hillsdale  County,  and  in  1854  to  another  farm 
in  Hillsdale  Township.  Their  later  years  were  spent  in  the  homes  of 
their  sons,  Hugh  and  Charles,  located  a  short  distance  w7est  of 
Hillsdale,  both  died  in  this  area  —  he  aged  67  of  fever  and  she  aged 
82  of  cancer  which  started  as  a  small  spot  on  her  face  and  eventually 
caused  her  death.  Both  are  buried  in  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  at 

Hillsdale  and  the  graves  of  their  sons  and  other  relatives  are  also 
located  there. 


Samuel  and  Catherine  Cook  were  highly  respected  as  pioneers 
and  as  good  citizens  performing  with  credit  every  duty  of  life, 
helping  others  by  their  example  and  active  aid. 


Esther  Cook’s  parents  were  of  German  ancestry.  In  Schuylkill 
County,  1  ennsylvania,  Cook  was  spelled  Koch  or  sometimes  Kock. 
Both  the  Kochs  and  Albrights  were  w7ell  established  families  of 
that  county. 


Henry  Koch  was  a  soldier  in  the  Erench  and  Indian  Wars.  He 
left  a  family  of  8  children  one  of  whom  was  William,  born  April 
L  1874,  at  New  Hanover  near  Philadelphia,  Penn.  William  later 
moved  to  Oley  Township,  Berks  County.  It  was  he  who  established 
the  family  name  on  the  soil  of  Schuylkill  County  when  he  moved 
into  East  Brunswick  Township  (then  in  Berks  County)  about  1880. 
locating  neai  McKeansburg.  I  here  were  some  several  Koch  families 
m  this  area  but  all  appear  to  have  been  related  to  William.  It  is 
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probable  that  Esther  Cook  was  a  descendant  of  William  or  some  of 
his  brothers. 

The  Albright  (or  Albrecht)  name  was  best  known  in  West 
Brunswick  Township. 
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Maryette7  Hitchcock  (Amasa6,  El'r ,  John'1,  Nathaniel 3,  John*, 
Luke1),  daughter  of  Amasa  and  Chloe  (Sabin)  (Worth)  Hitchcock, 
was  born  on  Sept.  4,  1813  at  Lowville  or  nearby  Martinsburg,  Lewis 
County,  N.Y. 

She  married  David  Stevens,  probably  in  Chautauqua  County, 
N.Y. 

It  is  not  known  whether  she  had  any  children. 

Little  information  is  available  regarding  Maryette.  Her  brother, 
Hiram  in  his  diary  tells  of  her  visits  to  their  parents  in  1840  and 
of  driving  back  and  forth  with  horses  and  wagon.  In  February 
of  1841  Mary  and  her  husband,  David  came  and  helped  make  a 
“cricket  bed”  for  her  mother  who  was  very  sick.  In  January  of 
1850,  she  came  twenty  miles  from  Sinclairville,  N.Y.  to  help  with 
the  care  of  her  father  in  his  last  illness.  So  at  least,  a  part  of  her 
married  life  was  spent  quite  near  the  home  of  her  parents  near 
Mayville,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y. 

She  was  buried  at  Sinclairville,  N.Y.

She  was  married  Jan.  18,  1884,  probably  to  a  Mr.  Ford  of  the 
given  name  of  Frank,  possibly  Seneca,  or  someone  from  Seneca,  N.Y. 


HER  CHILD  WAS: 

Raymond  lord  and  possibly  other  children. 

Not  much  is  known  about  Nancy  Jane.  The  date  of  her 
marriage  is  given  in  her  father’s  diary  but  not  the  name  of  her 
husband.  However,  it  was  learned  that  she  had  a  grandson,  Edward 
Ford,  employed  in  1930  by  the  General  Electric  Company  of  Erie, 
Pa.  In  1956,  a  letter  to  them  resulted  in  the  information  that  he 
had  been  employed  by  them  but  that  his  address  was  no  longer  in 
their  files.

On  April  2  5,  1844  Nancy  Jane  was  living  fourteen  miles  from 
her  parent’s  home  near  Mayville.  Pier  father’s  diary  tells  of  her 
half-brother,  Martin,  starting  out  on  foot  to  visit  Nancy  Jane. 
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Harriet8  Hitchcock  (Hiram1 ,  Amasa6,  Eli5,  John1',  Nathaniel \ 
John 2 ,  Luke1),  daughter  of  Hiram  and  Eleanor  Baker  (Smith) 
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Hitchcock,  was  born  May  7,  1829  probably  in  Lewis  County,  N.Y. 
or  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  to  which  her  father  moved  “in  his  early 
days”. 

She  married  John  Hull  in  June  of  1849. 

She  died  on  July  5,  1850. 
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Adelia8  Hitchcock  (Hiram7,  Amasa6,  Eli \  John’1,  Nathaniel 3, 
John2,  lathe1 ),  daughter  of  Hiram  and  Eleanor  Baker  (Smith) 
Hitchcock,  was  born  Jan.  23,  1831.  She  was  probably  born  in  Lewis 
County,  N.Y.  or  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  to  which  her  father 
moved  “in  his  early  days”. 

She  married  John  Rheubottom. 

She  died  Feb.  24,  1855. 

Her  childhood  was  spent  on  her  parents  farm  near  Mayville, 
Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  and  she  is  mentioned  in  her  father’s  diary. 
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Martin  (Old  Mart)8  Hitchcock  (Hiram7,  Amasa6,  Eli %  John , 
Nathaniel’' ,  John2,  Luke1),  son  of  Hiram  H.  and  Eleanor  Baker 
(Smith)  Hitchcock,  was  born  July  19,  1833.  in  the  town  of 
Chautauqua,  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y. 

He  married  his  first  cousin,  Sarah  Louise  Hitchcock,  daughter 
of  Horace  Philockless  Hitchcock,  on  Sept.  12,  1860,  in  Hillsdale 
County,  Michigan. 

He  died  in  Jamestown.  Chautauqua  County.  N.Y.  at  the  home 
of  his  brother.  Horace,  on  Nov.  15.  1917,  after  several  months  of 
illness  brought  on  by  old  age.  After  a  Protestant  Episcopal  service, 
he  was  buried  in  N.  Harmony  Cemetery  near  Jamestown. 

He  had  no  children.

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Martin  was  called  “Old  Mart”  to  distinguish  him  from  his 
wife’s  brother  of  the  same  name.  Llis  childhood  was  spent  in  the 
farm  home  of  his  parent’s  in  Chautauqua  County,  N.Y.  He  was  a 
blacksmith  by  trade.  Practically  all  of  his  adult  life,  except  the 
last  several  years,  was  spent  at  Osseo  and  near  Hillsdale,  Michigan 
where  he  conducted  blacksmith  and  wagon  shops.  He  and  his  wife 
lived  for  many  years  in  a  small  house  beside  the  Nethaway  School 
in  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan.  His  shop  was 
located  across  the  road  from  his  home. 

Soon  after  his  wife’s  death,  he  went  to  Jamestown,  N.Y.  to 
stay  with  his  brother,  Horace,  and  there  lived  to  the  age  of  84. 

His  obituary  of  Nov.,  1917  lists  as  survivors  his  brother,  Horace, 
above,  two  nephews  Arthur  H.  Hitchcock  of  Jamestown,  Albert  J. 
Stevens  of  Sherman,  N.Y.  and  a  niece  Ella  E.  Parkhurst  of  North 
Clymer,  N.Y. 

Details  regarding  his  wife,  Sarah  Louise,  are  given  under  her 
name  as  a  daughter  of  Horace  P.  Hitchcock,  Hillsdale,  Michigan. 
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Ellens  Hitchcock  (Hiram',  Amasa6,  Eli*,  John Nathaniel *, 
John2,  Luke1),  daughter  of  Hiram  and  Eleanor  Baker  (Smith) 
Hitchcock,  was  born  on  July  27,  1835  near  Mayville,  Chautauqua 
County,  N.Y. 

She  married  James  Stevens,  probably  in  Chautauqua  County. 

She  died  in - on  April  24,  1908,  perhaps  at  Sherman, 

N.Y.  where  her  husband  was  living  in  1917.

Little  is  known  about  Ellen.  Her  only  son  was  born  in 
Chautauqua,  N.Y.  so  her  family  was  probably  living  there  in  1866.

Martin  H.  Hitchcock  spent  his  boyhood  on  his  father’s  farm 
in  Adams  Township.  There  he  learned  how  to  do  many  things 
useful  to  him  in  later  life,  for  pioneers  had  to  be  self-reliant  and 
resourceful  to  develop  the  self-sufficient  farmstead  required  on 
the  frontiers. 

As  a  child,  he  wore  clothing  made  of  homespun  cloth  fashioned 
into  garments  by  his  mother,  sometimes  from  new  material  and 
often  from  “hand-me-downs”  made  over.  There  was  always  plenty 
of  the  latter  for  the  younger  children  of  such  a  large  family,  and 
the  little  boy  often  longed  for  some  new  “store  bought  clothing 
just  for  himself. 

Martin  attended  the  Nethaway  country  school  about  a  mile 
west  of  his  home  on  what  is  now  known  as  the  Bacon  Road.  Later 
he  entered  Hillsdale  College  and  studied  there  for  a  short  period. 
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Martin  H.  Hitchcock  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He 
enlisted  on  January  9,  1865  in  Co.  G,  30th  Regt.  Michigan  Infantry 
Volunteers  tor  the  term  of  three  years.  However  he  was  mustered 
out  at  Jackson,  Michigan  on  June  1  7,  1865  after  the  surrender  of 
General  Lee  in  April,  1865.  It  was  on  the  above  service  that  his 
Pension  Certificate  No.  1107098  was  issued.  His  service  was  in 
the  Detroit,  Michigan  area.  During  a  part  of  his  service  he  was 
assigned  to  take  care  of  his  Captain  and  his  quarters,  and  even 
cooked  for  him  at  times.  Martin’s  description  was  as  follows: 

“born  Adams  Twp.  —  age  19,  5'4",  fair  complexion,  blue  eyes, 
light  hair,  farmer.” 

In  order  to  avoid  confusion  in  the  future,  it  should  be  stated 
here  that  the  above  enlistment  was  Martin’s  second,  and  that  the 
record  of  a  Martin  Hitchcock  who  enlisted  in  Co.  9,  13th  Infantry 
on  November  30,  1864  at  Adams  for  one  year  —  age  19,  was 
probably  the  record  of  his  first  enlistment.  This  service  was  short¬ 
lived  for  he  was  too  young  to  enlist  without  his  father’s  consent. 
As  a  result  he  was  mustered  out  on  December  15,  1864.  However 
his  father  later  relented  and  gave  his  consent  to  the  second  enlistment 
after  young  Martin  threatened  to  run  away  and  enlist  in  the  Union 
Army  on  the  battle  front  where  men  were  badly  needed  and  no 
questions  would  be  asked.  Martin  was  always  as  then  a  patriotic 
person.  One  of  his  few  days  off  each  year  was  that  of  May  30, 
Decoration  Day,  when  he  marched  with  the  veterans  and  took  part 
in  the  memorial  services  as  long  as  he  was  able  to  do  so.  He  never 
lost  his  military  bearing  as  to  posture  and  walk. 

In  1866,  Martin  and  Henry  Cole  took  a  train  to  Chicago 
and  a  boat  back  to  Whitehall,  Michigan.  They  then  walked 
north  along  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Michigan  to  Ludington  where 
they  looked  over  land  several  miles  south  of  the  town.  It  was 
Martin’s  ambition  to  raise  fruit  so  he  chose  high  land  near  Lake 
Michigan,  which  he  thought  would  be  frost  free.  This  land  was 
owned  by  Senator  Ferry  of  Grand  Haven  in  what  is  now  Ottawa 
County,  Michigan.  So  Martin,  again  on  foot,  went  there  to  arrange 
for  the  purchase  of  the  forty  acres  he  had  selected  and  for  which 
he  paid  $200.00.  The  description  of  the  property  was  as  follows: 
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MARTIN  H.  HITCHCOCK 
and  brother  John  in  home  spun  clothing 


The  land  was  heavily  timbered,  mostly  with  hard  wood  and 
untouched  by  the  hand  of  man  except  that  timber  thieves  had 
removed  part  of  the  butternut  and  walnut. 

Martin  did  not  move  onto  his  land  at  this  time.  Since  he 
needed  more  money,  he  found  a  job  working  on  bridge  construction 
over  the  W  abash  River  in  western  Indiana  and  later  in  a  fanning 
mill  factor^'  in  Toledo,  Ohio. 

About  1872,  he  returned  to  Hillsdale  and  worked  his  father’s 
farm  on  shares  for  five  years  and  saved  $500.00. 

On  November  19,  1878,  he  married  Alice  Lyon.  On  the  next 
day,  the  couple  left  Osseo,  near  Hillsdale,  enroute  to  Ludington. 
They  stopped  off  at  Ionia  to  visit  Martin’s  sister,  Mary,  for  three 
days  and  then  continued  on  to  Ludington  via  Reed  City.  They  were 
met  by  Henry  Cole  and  Henry  Beebe  and  arrived  at  Mr.  Cole’s 
home  at  one  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

The  next  day  Martin  started  clearing  a  site  for  their  house, 
which  took  three  weeks  to  build,  without  partitions  or  plaster. 
At  this  stage,  they  moved  in  and  worked  together  to  partition  off 
a  bedroom  and  pantry.  She  lathed  the  walls,  he  the  ceiling,  and 
then  he  plastered  both.  Soon  he  was  cutting  and  burning  timber 
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to  clear  the  land.  His  savings  of  $500  built  the  house,  carried  them 
through  the  winter,  and  purchased  a  pig  and  cow  in  the  spring. 
Alice,  among  other  things,  had  brought  from  her  home  butter  and 
dried  and  canned  fruit  to  help  them  through  the  first  winter. 

Six  acres  of  land  were  cleared  the  first  summer.  Some  timber 
was  sold  as  logs  but  the  price  was  very  low.  Maple  was  sold  as 
wood  for  heating  purposes  and  bowl  blocks.  There  were  many 
sugar  maples  and  syrup  was  made  in  the  spring.  Sap  troughs  were 
cut  out  of  basswood.  Martin  carried  the  sap  to  the  evaporation 
shanty  by  means  of  a  yoke  across  his  shoulders.  When  thick 
enough,  the  syrup  was  taken  to  the  kitchen  where  Alice  clarified 
it  by  boiling  it  with  eggs.  This  made  a  very  fine  quality  product 
and  sold  from  $.75  to  $1.25  per  gallon. 

The  second  fall  a  log  barn  was  built  and  served  for  twelve 
years.  In  the  early  years,  it  was  the  custom  for  cows  to  run  loose 
in  the  unfenced  woods.  At  least  one  of  a  farmer’s  cows  would 
wear  a  large  cowbell  and  calves  wore  small  sheep’s  bells  to  make 
them  easier  to  find  in  case  they  strayed  too  far  away. 

The  second  spring  a  small  patch  of  strawberries  was  set.  The 
following  season,  forty  crates  of  strawberries  were  picked  on  which 
$80.00  was  made.  From  this  small  beginning  the  farm  developed, 
producing  strawberries,  currants,  raspberries,  apples,  pears,  plums, 
cherries  and  peaches.  Martin  considered  that  growing  a  variety 
of  fruits  was  safer  than  to  specialize  in  any  one  kind.  It  is  of 
interest  that  by  1914,  the  whole  farm  had  been  planted  at  least 
three  times  to  strawberries  using  crop  rotation  between  plantings 
to  keep  the  soil  in  good  condition. 

In  1892  a  new  barn,  32'  x  44',  was  built.  The  frame  timbers, 
including  the  rafters,  were  hewed  from  trees  and  Martin  did  all  the 
adze  work.  A  carpenter  framed  the  barn  timbers  and  then  a  raising 
bee  composed  of  nearby  neighbors  was  called.  The  whole  frame 
including  the  rafters  was  put  up  in  one  day.  Ten  years  later  the 
old  house  was  torn  down  and  a  new  one  was  built  on  the  same 
site.  Loth  the  house  and  barn  were  standing  in  1958. 

In  the  eighteen-eighties  and  early  nineties,  the  woods  were 
full  of  game  such  as  grey,  black  and  fox  squirrels,  raccoons,  skunks 
and  foxes,  as  well  as  partridges.  Also  fish  were  plentiful  in  the

lakes.  Some  of  this  game  was  needed  for  food,  but  some  was  a 
menace  to  a  farmer’s  animals  and  some  very  destructive  to  his  crops. 
Everything  considered,  it  was  not  strange  that  a  good  dog  was 
one  of  the  pioneer’s  best  friends.  Alice’s  parents  in  Hillsdale 
County  once  had  a  big  white  English  bulldog,  which  they  called 
Bows  (or  Boze)  Lyon,  kept  for  protection  of  their  home  and 
children.  He  was  the  gentlest  of  creatures  but  looked  so  fierce 
and  ugly  that  tramps  rarely  ventured  into  the  yard  where  he  was 
always  on  guard. 

But  perhaps  the  most  valuable  dog  to  the  pioneer  was  a  good 
hound  to  aid  in  hunting  both  food  animals  and  predators.  Martin 
had  such  a  dog,  a  tan  hound,  and  his  name  was  Driver.  Driver 
was  a  wonderful  dog,  so  smart  that  he  was  a  welcome  addition  to 
any  hunting  party.  When  shown  a  track,  he  knew  what  was 
wanted,  and  would  follow  that  and  nothing  else. 

Raccoon  hunting  was  quite  an  art.  In  the  fall  the  night  feeding 
raccoons  would  visit  the  corn  fields;  and  if  unchecked,  the  corn 
crop  could  be  destroyed  in  a  short  time.  Martin  and  Driver  some¬ 
times  hunted  alone  in  the  night  in  their  own  fields,  but  were  often 
members  of  “coon  hunting  parties’1  made  up  of  neighbors  helping 
one  another  rid  their  corn  fields  of  this  voracious  little  destroyer 
of  their  corn  crop.  Driver  would  start  to  bark  as  soon  as  a  raccoon 
was  scented,  and  the  chase  would  be  on.  The  men  would  follow 
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the  barking  dog  and  Driver  would  indicate  by  the  sound  of  his  bark 
that  the  raccoon  had  been  treed.  W  hen  the  men  arrived,  one  of 
them,  armed  with  a  shotgun  and  with  a  lantern  held  behind  his 
head,  would  move  around  the  tree  until  the  shining  eyes  of  the 
laccoon  could  be  seen.  One  shot  usually  brought  the  raccoon  down. 
Sometimes  if  the  eyes  could  not  be  seen,  the  tree  was  cut  down. 
Driver  would  be  held  until  the  tree  struck  the  ground,  then  released, 
and  he  nearly  always  caught  the  raccoon. 

No  report  of  the  hunting  in  this  area  would  be  complete  without 
some  mention  of  the  passenger  pigeon.  There  were  great  flights 
of  these  birds  that  darkened  the  sun  during  the  seventies.  Pigeoning 
is  said  to  have  been  at  its  height  in  1876.  By  1880  their  numbers 
had  been  seriouly  diminished  by  commercial  hunting  and  the  loss 
of  their  food  supply  due  to  lumbering  operations.  But  Martin  used 
to  recall  seeing  them  in  this  area  about  this  time. 

Martin  believed  in  education.  He  repeated  over  and  over 
to  his  children  that  a  good  education  was  more  necessary  than  it  had 
ever  been  before.  He  kept  telling  them  that  when  they  were 
through  the  country  school,  they  must  go  to  high  school  and  then 
to  college.  His  two  children  both  received  a  college  education. 
Although  money  was  usually  scarce  in  those  early  days,  some  of  it 
was  spent  for  three  things  —  a  newspaper,  a  farm  paper  and  for 
many  years  the  Youths  Companion  for  the  children. 

He  was  a  resourceful  man  both  on  his  farm  and  in  the  home. 
When  his  wife  complained  that  used  zinc  tops  for  fruit  jars  would 
not  seal  well  because  the  bevel  was  usually  damaged,  he  designed 
and  had  patented  a  ‘  Can  lop  Reshaper  ’.  A  considerable  number 

was  sold  by  agents,  and  after  fifty  years  occasional  requests  have 
been  received. 

Martin  was  small  boned,  very  erect  as  to  posture,  and  well 
built.  He  liked  to  wrestle  in  his  younger  days.  He  was  agile  and 
often  entertained  his  own  and  other  children  with  athletic  stunts 
such  as  hand  springs,  walking  up  and  down  stairs  on  his  hands,  and 
climbing  up  a  rope. 

He  was  a  man  who  dearly  loved  children  and  he  was  always 
interested  in  young  people  and  their  problems.  Although  strict  in 
discipline,  he  was  always  just  and  understanding.  He  was  a  strong 
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believer  in  peaceful  living,  both  in  the  home  and  in  the  neighborhood. 
He  believed  that  honesty,  sincerity  and  industry  -were  cardinal 
qualities  of  character.  He  was  a  good  citizen  and  got  along  well 
with  his  neighbors. 

Although  he  died  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years,  Martin  and  his 
wife  in  thirty-six  years  had  created  from  the  virgin  forest  a  profit¬ 
able  fruit  farm  with  all  the  necessary  buildings  and  equipment  to 
operate  it.

Alice’s  parents  were  farmers  and  she  was  the  first  of  their 
twelve  children.  She  grew  up  in  their  farm  home  and  attended  the 
Nethaway  school  not  far  from  her  home  in  Adams  Township. 

She  was  very  young  when  she  began  caring  for  the  younger 
children  of  the  family.  It  was  her  special  job  to  take  complete 
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charge,  clay  and  night,  of  each  child  at  the  age  of  two  years, 
unless  it  was  ill,  in  addition  to  helping  with  the  older  children. 

She  was  an  ambitious,  energetic  child,  and  as  she  grew  older, 
learned  from  her  mother  to  cook,  make  good  butter,  and  dry 
apples,  as  well  as  how  to  do  the  daily  household  work.  Eventually 
her  industry  was  rewarded  by  her  father,  who  allowed  her  to  keep 
a  part  of  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  products  she  had  made. 

When  Alice  was  fourteen  years  of  age,  the  family  moved  a  short 
distance  north  onto  a  farm  across  the  corner  from  the  Horace  P. 
Hitchcock  home.  This  farm  was  the  home  of  the  Lyon  family  until 
Alice’s  mother  died  in  1907.  It  then  passed  into  other  hands.  A  fire 
of  unknown  origin  destroyed  the  house  on  Tuesday  morning, 
August  25,  1936. 

just  after  her  nineteenth  birthday,  Alice  was  married  to  Mr. 
Hitchcock’s  son,  Martin.  The  couple  immediately  went  northward 
to  carve  out  a  new  home  in  the  wilderness  six  miles  south  of 
Ludington  in  Mason  County,  Michigan. 


ALICE  LAMENZIE  LYON 
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Through  the  pioneer  years,  her  life  was  not  an  easy  one,  and 
her  health  was  none  too  good.  She  had  the  care  of  her  children, 
her  family  and  hired  help  to  feed,  garden  to  hoe,  and  the  water- 
supply  was  a  constant  problem.  Eor  many  years  water  for  drinking 
and  cooking  had  to  be  carried.  For  washing,  rainwater  and  snow 
were  used  when  available.  Sometime  water  was  hauled  in  barrels 
from  Hopkins  lake  a  half  mile  distant.  At  other  times,  everything 
needed  for  wash  day,  including  a  big  kettle  for  heating  water,  was 
loaded  into  the  wagon  and  taken  to  the  lake.  Iheie  was  of  course 
no  handy  kitchen  sink  and  baths  were  taken  in  a  tub  in  the  kitchen. 
It  was  indeed  an  event  when  a  good  well  was  located  and  water 
was  piped  into  the  kitchen. 

But  Alice  had  abundant  energy  and,  in  spite  of  many  handicaps, 
happily  applied  herself  to  the  making  of  a  good  home  and  building 
for  the  future.  She  kept  the  house  clean  and  orderly,  was  an 
excellent  cook  and  did  most  of  the  sewing  for  the  family.  Summers 
she  helped  her  husband  outside  with  the  raising  and  harvesting 
of  various  fruit  crops,  fortunately  he  was  equally  adept  and  willing 
to  help  in  the  house  as  needed. 

Soon  after  Martin  died  in  1914,  Alice  had  an  operation  lot- 
goitre  which  had  been  developing  for  a  number  of  years.  At  this 
time  it  wras  learned  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  that  she  had  a  functional 
heart  condition,  perhaps  had  been  born  with  it,  but  one  not  likely 
to  become  dangerous  to  her  life.  This  is  of  interest  because  her 
father  and  several  of  her  brothers  and  sisters  had  serious  heart 

ailments. 

At  this  time  in  her  life,  she  began  the  operation  of  the  fruit 
farm  which  she  managed  successfully  with  hired  help  for  over 
twenty-five  years.  She  was  an  excellent  manager,  up  to  date  and 
thrifty.  Her  farm  was  kept  as  neat  as  a  garden.  W  hile  her  farming 
experience  was  a  great  help  to  her,  she  also  read  papers,  bulletins 
and  market  reports,  contributing  crop  information  to  the  latter 

for  many  years. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Michigan  State  Horticultural  Society 
for  a  number  of  years  and  attended  their  meetings  and  turm  tours 
as  often  as  possible.  On  several  occasions  she  won  first  prizes  in

^tate  competition  at  its  state  apple  show.  She  was  a  member  of 
Mason  Grange  No.  415  for  many  years  and  an  early  member  of 
the  Mason  County  Farm  Bureau. 

By  1921  the  World  War  had  changed  some  aspects  of  farming 
and  her  daughter,  Grace,  came  home  to  give  needed  assistance. 
The  project  continued  to  prosper  and  this  arrangement  was 
continued  until  1945  when  the  farm  was  sold  and  a  home  was 
purchased  in  Ludington  at  903  F.  Ludington  Avenue.  Alice  lived 
there  the  balance  of  her  life  in  the  care  of  her  daughter,  Grace. 
During  the  last  few  months  before  her  death,  she  became  blind 
due  to  cataracts  and  high  blood  pressure.  Both  women  enjoyed 
travel  and  during  their  association  spent  a  winter  in  California  and 
several  in  Florida  as  well  as  frequent  trips  in  Michigan  and  to 
Canada. 

Alice  was  of  medium  size,  had  dark  brown  eyes  and  light  brown, 
baby  fine  hair  which  she  always  wore  either  coiled  in  a  *‘pug”  or  a 
French  roll.  Outdoors  she  rarely  appeared  without  her  splint  sun- 
bonnet  and  gray  shoulder  shawl.  It  was  her  custom  to  carry  a  light 
hoe  or  her  special  pruning  shears  as  she  walked  about  the  farm 
and  to  use  them  here  and  there  as  she  saw  lit.  It  seemed  as  though 
she  had  a  personal  interest  in  each  tree  as  an  individual  and  tried 
to  give  each  one  the  special  care  it  needed  to  do  its  best. 
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In  an  old  arithmetic  that  Alice  used  while  attending  the 
Nethaway  country  school  and  preserved  by  her  son.  the  following 
verses  occur : 

To  Alice

During  the  later  years  of  her  life,  she  used  the  signature  of 
Alice  G.  Hitchcock  because  she  disliked  the  name  Lamenzie, 
and  preferred  the  name,  Gertrude. 


The  Ancestry  of  Alice  Lamenzie  Lyon 

Some  records  state  that  the  home  of  the  family  name,  Lyon, 
was  Lancashire,  England,  wdhle  the  home  of  the  former  Lyons  was 
in  Glasgow,  Scotland.  However,  the  name  no  doubt  came  to 
England  with  William  the  Conqueror  and  all  the  forms  are  Norman 

in  origin. 

At  present,  the  first  known  American  ancestor  of  this  Lyon 
family  was  William  Lyon,  a  man  said  to  be  of  Scotch-Irish  descent, 
who  either  came  from  Scotland  or  his  father  did.  There  is  a  family 
tradition  that  “there  always  is  a  William”,  hence  this  may  also 
have  been  his  father’s  name.  Since  he  was  married,  and  had  a  second 
child  born  in  1  795,  he  was  probably  born  about  1  770  or  earlier  and 
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mariied  around  1792.  His  wife’s  name  is  believed  to  have  been  Betsy 
and  hei  nationality  Dutch.  Their  three  youngest  children,  including 
Simeon  born  in  1  797,  may  have  been  born  in  Vermont,  probably 
the  Bennington  area,  as  claimed  by  some  descendants.  But  certain 
records  indicate  that  the  family  came  from  Dedham,  Massachusetts, 
and  Simeon  may  have  been  born  there.  William  died  in  Ohio. 


Simeon  Lyon,  the  third  of  William’s  eight  children,  married 
Diadamia  Taylor  who  was  born  October  13,  1804,  the  ninth  of  the 
twelve  children  of  William  and  Clarrissa  Taylor  of  Rensselaerville, 
Albany  County,  N.Y.  These  families  appear  to  have  been  well 
acquainted,  for  Diadamia  was  accustomed  to  visit  the  Lyon  family 
in  Vermont.  William  Taylor  died  when  his  family  was  young 
leaving  his  wife  to  care  for  eleven  children.  When  Diadamia  was 
fit  teen  years  of  age,  she  went  to  live  with  her  sister,  Ruth  (Mrs. 
Joseph  Root),  of  Grove,  located  in  the  valley  of  the  Genesee  River, 
probably  Groveland  now  in  Livingston  County,  N.Y.  Simeon 
came  to  Grove  in  1819  and  married  Diadamia  there  in  1821 
In  their  early  married  life  they  moved  to  Castile  now  in  Wyoming 
County,  N.Y.  and  remained  there  until  September  30,  1843  when 
they  moved  to  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan. 
Simeon  had  owned  a  “beat”  on  the  Erie  Canal  and  also  a  black¬ 
smith  shop  there  which  he  sold  to  obtain  capital  to  buy  land  in 
Michigan.  His  land  was  described  as  follows: 


Adams  Twp.  on  line  between  Adams  and  Wheatland  Twps. 

In  lb4j  Section  24  —  Adams  Iwp.  —  100  acres  bought 
from  a  man  who  bought  it  from  the  government.  Also  53 
acres  —  Section  19,  Wheatland  Twp. 

Simeon  and  Diadamia  spent  the  remainder  of  their  lives  in  the 
home  which  they  built  on  this  land.  The  house  has  been  restored 
by  a  descendant  by  the  name  of  Burley  Lamb. 

Simeon  died  on  June  15,  1877,  aged  80,  following  an  attack  of 
dysentery.  She  died  March  14,  1891  in  her  87th  year,  of  old  age 
Both  are  buried  in  the  Pease  Cemetery,  4l/2  miles  east  of  North 
Adams,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan,  in  \\  heatland  Township. 

Grandchildren  have  described  Simeon  as  a  small  man  who 
wore  chin  whiskers.  In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat.  He  is  remem¬ 
bered  as  a  witty,  jolly  and  good-natured  man  who  always  had  lots

of  friends.  In  1876  he  lost  an  arm  which  was  crushed  under  a  wagon 
wheel. 


FI  is  wife,  Diadamia  had  eyes  that  were  sharp  and  black,  and 
brown  eyes  persist  in  her  descendants.  She  was  known  as  a  very 
shrewd,  smart  and  energetic  woman  —  thrifty  but  also  generous. 
She  had  a  strict  rule  that  when  she  sold  anything  in  town  such  as 
butter,  eggs  or  dried  fruits  that  at  least  half  of  the  money  received 
was  brought  home  as  cash.  As  these  earnings  accumulated,  it  was 
her  custom  to  divide  the  money  into  five  equal  portions,  each  of 
which  would  be  wrapped  in  a  bit  of  brown  paper.  Then  her  five 
children  would  be  invited  for  dinner  and  each  would  find  one  of 
the  packets  under  the  dinner  plate.  On  one  occasion  she  divided 
$1,000  in  this  manner  which  was  quite  a  lot  of  money  in  those  days. 
She  spent  the  last  years  in  the  homes  of  her  two  daughters.  She  was 
blind  at  the  time  of  her  death. 


Hiram  Lyon,  the  second  of  Simeon’s  six  children,  was  born 
January  22,  1831  in  Castile,  N  Y.  He  was  the  father  of  Alice 
Lamenzie  (31)  who  became  the  wife  of  Martin  H.  Hitchcock. 
He  came  to  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan  with  his 
parents  in  1843.  Hiram  was  farm  raised  and  made  farming  his  life 
business.  On  December  22,  1858,  he  married  Mary  Ann  Hodgman, 
the  daughter  of  his  neighbors  in  Adams  Township,  Elisha  and 
Susan  (Miller)  Hodgman.  He  was  always  a  hard  worker,  thrifty, 
and  strict  in  the  discipline  of  his  children.  As  the  years  passed, 
twelve  children  were  born  to  Hiram  and  Mary  Ann  and  their 
farm  was  increased  to  230  acres.  The  family  eventually  moved 
to  a  home  across  the  corner  from  that  of  Horace  P.  Hitchcock. 
Hiram  died  there  on  a  Sunday  morning,  September  2,  1894  after 
about  a  year’s  illness  with  dropsy  and  other  symptoms  of  a  heart 
ailment.  Death  had  not  seemed  imminent  but  came  suddenly  as 
he  sat  in  the  kitchen  near  his  wife,  his  bowed  head  being  her  first 
and  only  warning  of  his  passing.  He  was  buried  in  the  Hill 
Cemetery,  Adams  Township. 


Alice  Lamenzie’s  mother  was  descended  from  Samuel  Miller, 
who  was  born  in  1767  and  died  on  August  24,  1841,  aged  74.  He 
may  have  been  the  son  of  a  Samuel  Miller,  and  he  or  his  father 
are  reported  to  have  fought  in  the  Revolution.  His  wife  was  Lany 
Schooniks,  who  was  born  in  1771  and  diet!  August  18,  1849,  aged 
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78.  Loth  are  said  to  be  buried  near  Syracuse,  N.Y.  They  were 
probably  married  about  1793,  and  were  the  parents  of  twelve 
children  born  between  December  1  1,  1795  and  September  11,  1812. 
At  least  a  part  of  their  married  life  was  spent  in  Manlius,  Onondaga 
County,  N.Y.  for  a  daughter,  Susan,  was  born  there. 

Susan  (Susanah)  Miller  was  their  tenth  child  and  was  born 
October  14,  1809  in  Manlius,  Onondaga  County,  N.Y.  In  1824, 
she  was  married  to  Elisha  Hodgman  of  the  same  place,  who  was 
born  November  16,  1801.  They  were  living  in  DeWitt,  Onondaga 
County,  N.Y.  in  1840,  and  in  Ithaca  by  Lake  Cayuga,  Tompkins 
County.  N.Y.  in  1853  as  evidenced  by  the  births  of  children  in 
these  places.  Elisha  and  Susan  continued  to  live  in  New  York  until 
1856  when  they  moved  to  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale  County, 
Michigan.  As  with  many  pioneers,  living  was  hard  at  first.  The 
family  story  is  that,  for  six  weeks  after  their  arrival  in  Michigan, 
they  lived  on  corn  mush  and  maple  syrup.  In  1857,  Elisha  pur¬ 
chased  a  wild  tract  of  land  in  Adams  Township  which  was  developed 
into  a  productive  farm.  The  family  lived  there  until  1874  when  they 
moved  to  a  smaller  place  because  of  his  failing  health.  Susan  was  a 
large-boned  woman.  In  disposition  she  was  jolly  and  somewhat  easy 
going,  not  easily  bothered  by  anything.  Hut  she  was  a  good  house- 
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keeper  and  liked  to  keep  up  with  the  times.  She  was  proud  to  be 
known  as  “Low  Dutch”  as  people  who  lived  in  the  low  lands  were 
called.  Elisha  was  a  slender  stoop  shouldered  man  and  wore  a 
beard.  In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat.  He  was  known  as  a  “Blue- 
bellied  Yankee”,  a  designation  given  to  those  who  had  come  to 
Michigan  by  way  of  Kentucky.  Susan  died  on  April  23,  1889, 
aged  79;  and  Elisha  died  on  March  17,  1880,  aged  78,  of  what 
was  called  “Old  age  consumption”.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Ever¬ 
green  Cemetery  near  Hillsdale,  Michigan.  Three  or  more  of  their 
children  died  of  tuberculosis,  and  of  the  twelve  born  to  them  only 
two  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years  or  more. 

Mary  Ann  Hodgman,  their  seventh  child,  was  born  September 
13,  1840  at  DeWitt,  a  short  distance  east  of  Syracuse,  in  Onondaga 
County,  N.\  .  She  came  to  Michigan  with  her  parents  in  1856. 
She  was  married  to  Hiram  Lyon,  also  of  Adams  Township,  on 
December  22.  1858  as  related  previously  in  this  account.  Mary  Ann 
was  a  woman  of  gentle  and  kindly  appearance  but  was  nevertheless 
one  of  considerable  ability  and  strength  of  character.  She  was  a 
good  housekeeper  and  cook  and  faithfully  taught  her  five  daughters 
to  be  the  same.  While  visiting  her  cousin,  Mrs.  Loyal  Brown,  near 
Jerome  in  Hillsdale  County,  she  had  a  sudden  attack  of  gallstones. 
After  a  five  weeks  illness,  she  died  there  on  Tuesday,  May  21,  1907, 
in  the  67th  year  of  her  age.  This  was  the  greatest  age  reached  by 
any  of  her  brothers  and  sisters.  She  was  buried  beside  her  husband 
in  the  Hill  Cemetery  in  Adams  Township.  Mary  Ann  was  the 
mother  of  twelve  children,  ten  of  whom  grew  to  adulthood  and  are 
written  up  elsewhere  in  this  book.  Her  first  born  was  Alice 
Lamenzie  (31),  who  became  Mrs.  Martin  H.  Hitchcock. 
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Trances  M.  Lyon,  brother  of  Alice  Lamenzie  (Lyon)  Hitchcock, 
was  the  son  of  Hiram  and  Mary  Ann  (Hodgman)  Lyon.

Frances,  known  as  Frank,  spent  his  boyhood  on  his  fathers 
farm  in  Adams  Township.

Hattie  was  the  third  child  of  a  family  of  12  children.  She 
lived  her  entire  life  largely  in  Southern  Michigan.  She  had  dark 
eyes,  dark  ringlets,  a  peach  glow  complexion  and  a  cheerful 

disposition. 


In  her  early  teens,  she  developed  a  goitre,  which  along  with 
overweight  was  the  plague  of  her  life.  \\  hen  chided  about  her  weight 
she  replied  “I  just  laughed  and  grew  fat”. 
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She  received  education  from  Professor  O.  C.  Nash  of  Hillsdale 
College  until  her  help  was  needed  at  home  to  help  care  for  her 
mother  and  baby  brother,  Jay. 

Hattie  was  a  fine  seamstress  and  a  chart  pattern  maker.  She 
also  enjoyed  knitting  and  crocheting,  but  reading  was  her  favourite 
pastime.  She  was  a  practical  nurse  and  mid-wife. 

Willis  was  the  oldest  of  eleven  children,  three  boys  and  eight 
girls.  He  was  of  slight  build,  with  brown  hair  and  eyes.  He 
purchased  a  farm  in  Scipio  Township,  near  Jonesville,  Michigan, 
where  he  lived  until  his  death  by  pernicious  anemia. 

Willis  was  a  hard  working  man.  His  motto  was  “One  hour 
in  the  morning  is  worth  two  in  the  afternoon”.  Another  was  “The 
morning  sun  holds  gold  in  its  mouth”.

Lillie  was  rather  slight  in  build,  weighing  not  over  122  pounds. 
Her  eyes  were  brown  and  her  hair  a  medium  brown.  She  was  a  good

In  religion,  she  was  a  Methodist.  All  of  her  children  were 
baptised  in  the  hourth  Ward  Methodist  Church  in  Ludington, 
Michigan.

His  father  was  Moses  W.  Fraidenburgh  who  was  born  in  St.

He  built  a  hotel  and  boarding  house  at  208  N.  James  Street 
in  Ludington.  This  place  was  known  as  the  Greyslone  and  he 
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and  his  wife  lived  there  until  1926.  At  this  time  they  sold  the 
Greystone  and  moved  to  Seattle,  Washington  where  he  lived  until 
his  death. 

He  belonged  to  the  Odd  Fellows  Lodge  for  many  years.  As 
recreation  he  enjoyed  fishing  and  never  missed  an  opportunity  to 
tr)'  his  luck  at  this  sport. 

John  was  one  of  those  fellowrs  who  often  said  “Don’t  tell 
anyone”.  Put  he  found  it  very  hard  to  keep  a  secret  himself.  One 
time  while  fishing  with  his  brother,  Martin,  at  Hopkins  Lake  in 
Summit  Township,  he  cut  a  hole  through  the  ice  and  let  a  bait  down. 
A  big  pike  promptly  made  a  couple  of  passes  at  the  bait.  John  turned 
to  his  brother  and  said  “Don’t  tell  anyone  where  we  got  all  these 
fish”.  They  fished  for  hours  but  did  not  so  much  as  see  another  fish. 
He  never  heard  the  last  of  this  for  he  was  very  quick  to  sense  a  joke 
and  it  was  almost  impossible  to  play  one  on  him. 

When  he  died  in  his  87th  year,  he  was  survived  by  his  wife, 
Martha. 

On  June  2  7,  1936  Martha  was  married  to  Paul  Smith  in  Seattle 
and  they  were  living  there  in  1956.  Paul  was  born  May  16.  1S75

Charles  Edward  was  raised  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Adams 
Township.  When  in  his  teens,  he  made  an  interesting  discovery. 
His  sister,  Florence,  once  wrote  relatives  that  in  about  1880  he  found 
white  strawberries  growing  wild  “down  back  of  the  orchard  by 
the  swamp”.  He  transplanted  them  in  the  family  garden.  They 
were  small,  white,  with  pink  seeds  and  they  hulled  when  you  picked 
them.  They  were  delicious  in  flavor  and  very  sweet.  A  small 
dishful  would  fill  a  room  with  their  fragrance. 
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His  adult  life  was  spent  farming,  his  special  interest  being  the 
raising  of  beef  cattle,  such  as  the  Hereford  and  Black  Angus  breeds. 
He  also  bought  and  sold  stock,  both  live  and  dressed. 

Mr.  and  Airs.  Hitchcock  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding 
in  1933  and  their  60th  Anniversary  in  1943. 

His  daughter,  Atta,  found  the  following  verse  in  his  wife's 
album,  written  before  their  marriage: 

Ella: 

May  your  joys  be  as  deep  as  the  ocean, 

And  your  sorrows  as  light  as  it’s  foam. 

(Signed)  Charley. 

Charles  was  a  small  man  and  had  medium  brown  curly  hair,  fair 
complexion  and  a  soft  voice.  He  was  neat  in  appearance  and  did 
not  care  much  about  visiting  with  people.  He  was  fond  of  salt 
pork  and  always  had  some  on  hand.  This  was  also  a  well  known 
food  preference  in  the  families  of  both  of  his  parents. 

Sooner  or  later  most  families  have  sorrows  to  face  and  t hi- 
family  was  no  exception.  In  1908,  they  lost  their  little  daughter, 
Rosaline,  the  youngest  of  the  children  and  the  pet  of  the  family. 
A  year  later  the  son,  Avery,  22  years  of  age,  lost  his  life  as  the 
result  of  a  crushing  disappointment. 

Charles  outlived  all  twelve  of  his  father’s  children  and  attained 
the  greatest  age  of  any  of  them,  except  his  half-brother,  John. 

Ella  Jane  Durga,  wife  of  Charles  Edward  Hitchcock,  was  the 
daughter  of  Levi  H.  and  Charlotte  True  (Lyon)  Durga.  Charlotte 
Lyon  and  Hiram  Lyon,  father  of  Alice  Lamenzie  (31)  Lyon,  were 
brother  and  sister.  Since  Alice's  husband,  Martin  Hitchcock,  and 
Charles  were  half  brothers,  their  descendants  have  a  special 
relationship. 

Ella  was  born  on  June  30,  1864  in  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale 
County,  Michigan. 

She  was  married  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  which  was  also  her 
husband’s  19th  birthday,  on  November  29,  1883,  by  Dr.  Delevan 
B.  Reed,  at  the  home  of  William  Timms  in  Wheatland  Township, 
Hillsdale  County. 
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She  died  on  November  19,  1954,  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.  She 
was  ill  three  months  following  a  fall  which  caused  a  broken  hip.

Born  in  Adams  Township,  Ella  Jane  always  lived  there  except 
for  a  short  time  in  Wheatland  and  Ransom  Townships.  As  a 
farmer  s  wife,  she  worked  hard  all  her  life  to  make  a  home  for  her 
husband  and  the  eight  children  who  were  born  to  her.  In  addition, 
she  helped  with  the  farm  chores,  raised  turkeys  and  kept  a  garden. 
Her  children  recall  that  when  the  “sugar  bush”  was  running,  she 
would  make  enough  maple  sugar  to  fill  a  large  clothes  basket  and 
sell  it  in  town.  Besides  this,  she  would  process  many  gallons  of 
syrup. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  North  Adams  Methodist  church. 

As  a  little  girl  in  school,  she  received  many  prizes  for  her  fine 
penmanship.  Later  she  learned  to  play  the  organ  and  loved  to  sing 
hymns.  She  had  a  rug  and  carpet  loom  in  her  home  and  wove 
many  lovely  rugs.  As  her  children  grew  up  and  left  home,  she 
increased  her  interest  in  such  handicrafts  as  quilting,  knitting  and 
crocheting.  After  her  husband’s  death,  she  continued  to  live  on 
the  farm  alone  except  for  her  little  dog  which  she  loved  dearly 
because  it  was  so  much  company  for  her. 

As  to  stature,  Ella  Jane  was  a  little  less  than  average  size. 
Her  hair  was  straight  and  very  dark  in  color.  She  was  always  blind 
in  one  eye  and  was  nearing  blindness  in  the  other  wjhen  she  died. 
Her  personality  was  interesting,  perhaps  because  she  was  interested 
in  everyone  and  everything.  She  had  an  unusual  insight  as  to 
people  and  events.  Her  keen  but  kindly  wit  in  expressing  her 
observations  made  her  a  stimulating  and  amusing  conversationalist.

Arthur  Hiram  Hitchcock  was  a  lawyer  by  profession  and 
practised  law  in  Jamestown  from  Sept.  1st,  1899  until  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  received  his  education  at  Mayville  High  School  and 
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Albany  Law  School.  On  Sept.  1st,  1895,  he  came  to  Jamestown, 
married  in  1918  and  raised  his  family  of  two  sons  there.

Edward  Clifton  Barber  was  best  known  by  the  name  of  Cliff. 
It  is  believed  that  his  mother  returned  to  the  old  Hitchcock  farm 
home  in  Adams  Township,  Hillsdale  County,  Michigan,  in  order 
that  he  might  be  born  there.  His  birth  is  recorded  in  that  county 
although  the  family  resided  in  Ionia,  Ionia  County,  Michigan,  at 
that  time. 

By  trade,  he  was  a  watchmaker.  After  marriage,  he  and  his 
wife  lived  for  a  short  time  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  then  returned  to 
Michigan,  locating  in  Detroit  where  he  worked  in  a  jewelry  store 
for  some  time.  However  this  work  was  very  confining  and 
eventually  failing  health  required  a  change.  After  a  short  time 
spent  with  his  parents  at  their  home  in  Ionia,  the  family  moved 
to  a  farm  in  Summit  Township,  Mason  County,  Michigan.  In 
the  beginning,  they  raised  mostly  strawberries,  raspberries,  currants 
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and  peaches.  Later  orchards  of  cherries  and  pears  were  started. 
I  his  farm  was  adjoining  that  of  his  mother’s  brother,  Martin  H. 
Hitchcock,  and  the  two  families  lived  side  by  side  for  many  years. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barber  were  living  there  when  they  died. 

In  1957  the  farm  was  operated  by  their  daughters,  Mildred 
and  Phyllis,  and  the  latter’s  husband,  Albert  E.  Benson.  It  is  now 
named  “Westwind”. 

Mr.  Barber  wras  well  read  and  interested  in  many  things. 
Among  his  hobbies  were  photography  and  radio  set  construction. 
He  was  slender  in  build  and  of  good  personal  appearance.  In  politics 
he  was  a  Democrat. 

Anora  Smith  Barber,  wife  of  Edward  Clifton  Barber,  was 
born  September  24,  1867  near  Milford,  Springfield  Township,  Oak¬ 
land  County,  Michigan,  on  a  large  grain  and  cattle  farm.

As  a  young  girl,  Anora  Smith  learned  to  sew  and  eventually 
took  a  course  in  the  tailoring  of  men’s  suits.

He  married  first  Ida  Brown  on  June  1,  1921  in  Detroit, 
Michigan.  He  married  second  Lee  Rittenburg  on  September  29, 
1939.  They  lived  in  or  near  Detroit,  Michigan. 

He  had  no  children. 

John  spent  his  boyhood  in  his  parent's  home  in  Detroit  and 
attended  the  public  schools  there.  He  made  occasional  visits  to 
the  farm  home  of  his  uncle,  Martin  H.  Llitchcock,  near  Ludington, 
Michigan.  Something  that  will  be  long  remembered  happened 
during  one  of  these  visits.  A  young  lad  who  was  picking  fruit  at 
the  farm  was  supposed  to  sleep  in  the  barn  at  night.  Apparently 
he  had  become  frightened  and  was  slipping  unnoticed  into  the  ice 
house  to  sleep  on  the  sawdust.  Somehow  John,  a  neighbor  boy  and 
a  young  man  who  worked  at  the  farm  learned  of  this  and  decided 
to  give  the  youngster  a  real  scare.  After  an  evening  swim  at  a 
little  lake  near  the  farm,  they  returned  believing  their  victim  to 
be  in  the  ice  house  as  usual.  So  they  started  talking  outside  the 
door  about  the  terrible  things  they  were  going  to  do  to  him.  But 
in  the  meantime,  John’s  Uncle  Martin  had  somehow  learned  of  the 
plot.  He  had  no  intention  of  letting  anything  of  this  sort  happen. 
However,  instead  of  scolding  the  boys,  he  decided  to  make  the  joke 
backfire  on  them.  So  he  spirited  the  young  boy  around  and  through 
an  orchard  then  into  the  house.  There  he  was  put  into  John’s  bed 
for  the  night.  The  pranksters  did  their  talking  as  planned,  then 
broke  into  the  ice  house  only  to  find  it  empty.  Still  unsuspecting, 
they  decided  to  go  to  bed  —  John  to  find  the  peacefully  sleeping 
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victim  in  his  bed.  Everyone  had  a  good  laugh  and  there  were  no 
more  such  affairs  on  the  farm.  Perhaps  the  boys  decided  that  it 
just  wasn’t  safe  with  “Uncle  Mart”  around. 

John  C.  Hitchcock  served  in  World  War  I  in  Russia  with  the 
Polar  Bear  Expedition.  He  went  to  Camp  Custer  near  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan,  November  13,  1917,  and  sailed  for  England  July  23,  1918. 
After  three  weeks  in  England,  he  went  to  Archangel,  Russia.  He 
was  discharged  from  Camp  Custer  July  21,  1919.  A  news  item  of 
the  time  states  that  “On  August  24,  1918,  5,000  men  embarked  at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  England,  and  set  sail  for  Archangel,  Russia. 
It  was  the  339th  Infantry  or  Polar  Bear  Expedition.”  John  wrote 
from  Russia  that  once  it  was  50  below  zero  and  he  froze  his  nose, 
chin  and  right  hand.  In  a  letter  of  February  10,  1919,  he  said  he 
had  been  anxious  to  go  overseas  and  was  having  a  great  experience. 
But  he  was  more  anxious  to  get  back  to  the  States  because  neither 
he  nor  the  other  boys  liked  that  cold  country.  His  letter  was  signed 
“Jack”.  And  his  address  was  Corp.  J.  C.  Hitchcock.  2nd  Bn. 
Hdqtrs.  339  Inf.,  Archangel,  Russia,  A.E.F. 

Ida  Brown,  first  wife  of  John  C.  Hitchcock,  was  the  daughter 
of  Joseph  and  Rose  Brown.  She  was  born  on  December  4,  1896 
and  died  December  2  5,  1939  in  a  Pontiac,  Michigan  hospital.  She 
is  buried  in  Mt.  Olivet  Cemetery  and  her  grave  is  55  -  546  -  51. 
She  left  a  son  by  a  former  marriage  by  the  name  of  Warren  Deakin, 
born  Feb.  23,  1914. 

Lee  Rittenburg,  second  wife  of  John  C.  Hitchcock,  daughter 
of  Jesse  and  Effie  Rittenburg,  was  born  January  30,  1909,  at 
Lupton,  Michigan.  They  were  reported  living  in  the  Detroit  area, 
probably  Hazel  Park  in  1954. 
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William  II.  Long,  son  of  Albert  and  Henrietta  (Stanton)  Long, 
was  born  August  26,  1871  in  Ionia,  Ionia  County,  Michigan. 

He  married  on  October  30,  1890,  in  Summit  Township, 
Mason  County,  Michigan,  Julia  Seymour  of  the  same  place,  the 
ceremony  taking  place  in  the  home  of  Eugene  Stewart,  with  Mrs. 
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Stewart  and  Frank  Seymour  to  “stand  up”  with  them.  Julia  was 
born  in  Muskegon,  Michigan  in  1771,  the  daughter  of  Sarney  and 
Tarcile  (Marchido)  Seymour  and  came  to  Mason  County  with 
them  when  she  was  four  years  old. 

She  died  in  1952  in  Ludington,  Michigan. 

Two  children  born  to  them  died  in  infancy. 

William  Long’s  parents  were  divorced  when  he  was  a  small 
child.  When  he  was  five  years  old,  his  mother  was  married  to 
Charlie  Harden.  They  lived  in  Greenville  and  Howard  City 
Michigan.  After  about  a  year,  Mr.  Harden  contracted  pneumonia 
and  died.  For  much  of  William’s  childhood,  he  was  known  as 
Willie  Harden  although  never  legally  given  the  name. 

After  about  a  year,  his  mother  was  married  to  Will  Angel 
in  Howard  City,  and  in  the  fall  of  1S79  moved  to  Ludington, 
Michigan.  Young  William  came  to  live  with  them  in  early  January 
of  1880  after  spending  some  time  in  Howard  City  in  the  home  of 
his  stepfather’s  parents,  Sam  and  Hattie  Angel. 

In  the  meantime,  eight  year  old  William  had  become  an 
accomplished  and  energetic  bootblack,  contributing  substantially  to 
his  own  support  and  helping  his  mother  at  times. 
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His  first  home  in  Mason  County  was  with  his  parents  who 
had  moved  into  a  small  log  cabin  located  in  the  woods  near  Victory 
Corners  in  Victory  Township.  Early  in  April  of  1880  they  moved 
back  to  Ludington  and  were  living  on  James  Street  when  his  mother 
died  of  measles  on  July  5,  1889.  Mr.  Angel  died  soon  afterward 
leaving  the  young  boy  very  much  alone  in  the  world. 

During  the  next  five  years,  William  lived  in  various  homes  in 
the  area  south  of  Ludington,  including  that  of  an  aunt,  Mrs.  Iva 
Houndsal,  the  former  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  at  what  was  known  as  the 
“Island”  near  Buttersville.  Other  homes  were  in  Summit  Township. 
But  wherever  he  stayed  he  was  known  as  a  good  boy  and  not  afraid 
to  work.  For  the  last  two  years  of  this  period,  he  lived  in  the  Willie 
McGee  home  which  was  located  in  Summit  Township  where  the 
Mason  Grange  Hall  was  built  later. 


No  account  of  William’s  life  would  be  complete  without  relating 
an  incident  which  occurred  in  the  McGee  home.  Mrs.  McGee 
had  been  taken  ill  and  had  been  moved  to  her  parent’s  home  for 
better  care.  Since  William  was  a  responsible  and  capable  youngster, 
he  was  left  at  home  to  shift  for  himself  and  take  care  of  the  animals. 
One  evening  it  was  quite  dark  when  he  finished  the  chores.  Without 
lighting  a  lamp,  he  went  to  bed  on  his  cot  as  usual  but  with  unusual 
results.  The  cot  promptly  raised  up  and  walked  off,  accompanied  by 
a  great  fanfare  of  rumbling  noise.  For  a  few  moments  he  was  too 
surprised  and  frightened  to  move,  but  soon  realized  what  had 
happened.  While  he  had  been  doing  the  chores,  one  of  Mr.  McGee’s 
big  pigs  had  found  the  open  kitchen  door,  had  investigated  the 
premises  and  selected  the  space  under  the  cot  as  a  comfortable  place 
to  spend  the  night.  But  when  William  got  into  bed,  the  springs 
s.agged  and  rested  on  the  pig.  Feeling  that  its  quarters  were  be¬ 
coming  too  restricted,  the  pig  decided  to  move,  the  meanwhile 
angrily  protesting  the  disturbance  of  its  rest  and  the  load  on  its  back. 


About  this  time,  when  William  was  fourteen  years  of  age,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Martin  H.  Hitchcock  who  lived  nearby  decided  to  ask  the 
boy  to  live  with  them.  He  had  enjoyed  little  or  no  formal  schooling 
previously  and  immediately  started  attending  Fairview  and  French 
schools  winters  while  he  worked  summers.  With  home  help  from 
Mr.  Hitchcock,  he  was  able  to  progress  through  the  third  grade 
in  two  years.

At  this  time,  he  decided  that  he  would  rather  have  a  regular 
job  than  go  to  school,  and  was  hired  by  Mr.  Hitchcock.  This 
association  lasted  for  twenty  years  on  a  regular  basis  until  1905, 
and  part  time  for  many  years  more  whenever  he  could  spare  time 
away  from  his  own  farm.  During  this  time,  he  married  and  built  a 
home  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Hitchcock  farm.  In  1905  they 
purchased  a  36-acre  farm  from  Mrs.  Moses  (Sarah)  Fraidenburgh 
They  built  a  home  there  and  their  fruit  farm  became  known  as  a 
model  of  neatness.  During  the  winters  he  kept  busy  making  step- 
ladders  for  other  farmers. 

In  1937  the  Longs  sold  their  farm  and  bought  a  home  at  108 
E.  Court  St.  in  Ludington.  They  celebrated  their  60th  Wedding 
Anniversary  there  in  1950.  After  her  death  in  1952,  he  continued  to 
live  in  their  home. 

In  Ludington,  Bill  Long  received  offers  of  more  work  than  he 
could  do.  He  was  popular  as  a  janitor  and  did  such  work  as  long 
as  he  was  able.  He  was  something  of  a  jack-of-all-trades  and  was 
in  constant  demand  for  doing  odd  jobs.  He  was  a  man  of  meager 
school  education,  but  he  was  successful  because  he  really  liked  to 
work  and  showed  an  honest  enthusiasm  about  everything  he  did, 
work  or  play.  However,  people  liked  to  have  him  work  for  them 
not  only  because  of  his  agreeable  and  unassuming  personality  but 
because  his  work  was  always  well  done  and  satisfactory. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  kindliness  never  speaking  ill  of  anyone 
and  always  seeking  to  live  in  peace  with  everyone.  He  became  “the 
unforgettable  character”  of  the  Martin  H.  Hitchcock  family. 
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Dr.  Clarence  Horace'1  Hitchcock  ( Martin H,  Horace  P.7,  Amasa*, 
Eli %  John'’,  Nathaniel'’,  John1,  Luke'),  son  of  Martin  and  Alice 
(Lyon)  Hitchcock,  was  born  in  Summit  Township,  Mason  County. 
Michigan  on  Aug.  9,  1S81. 

He  married  Clara  Winifred  Ruddiman  in  Seattle,  Washington 
on  Oct.  2  7,  1910.  She  was  born  in  Muskegon.  Michigan  on  Dec. 
26th,  1878. 
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They  lived  first  in  Vancouver,  B.C.,  but  moved  to  the  Sudbury 
District,  Ontario,  in  1911.  First  they  lived  at  the  Whistle  Mine, 
later  at  the  Murray  Mine  and  Copper  Cliff.  They  finally  moved 
to  Sudbury  in  1917,  and  built  a  home  there  in  1928  at  5  Cypress  St. 

She  died  on  Dec.  8,  1953  of  arthritis  followed  by  stroke,  and  was 
cremated  at  the  William  Speers  Funeral  Home  in  Toronto,  Ontario.

Clarence  Horace  Hitchcock  was  born  on  a  fruit  farm.  As  a 
child  there  were  few  playmates  but  he  had  certain  chores  to  do. 
He  had  a  mania  for  killing  everything  including  his  Mother’s  little 
chickens  until  taught  it  was  not  the  thing  to  do. 

He  attended  the  Fairview  School  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan, 
one  and  three  quarters  miles  from  his  home.  While  in  the  country 
school,  his  father  often  repeated  to  him  that  when  he  was  through 
the  country  school,  he  must  go  to  high  school  and  then  to  college, 
because  it  was  more  necessary  than  ever  before  to  have  a  good 
education. 

He  graduated  from  the  Ludington  High  School  in  1900, 
president  of  his  class.  While  in  high  school,  a  list  of  courses,  and 
a  history  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Michigan  School  of  Mines  came  into 
his  possession.  Prospecting  for  minerals,  and  mining,  looked  like 
an  exciting  profession  so  he  decided  to  study  mining. 

Not  having  the  necessary  funds  to  enter  college  he  went  to 
work,  saving  $600  in  three  years.  He  taught  the  McClellan  School, 
Victory  Township  in  1901,  receiving  $30  per  month  for  a  7  month 
term.  In  1902  and  3,  he  taught  the  French  School  in  Summit  Town¬ 
ship,  receiving  $35  and  $40  per  month  for  a  9  month  term.  Between 
terms  he  worked  on  his  father’s  farm. 

In  the  fall  of  1903,  he  entered  the  Michigan  School  of  Mines 
and  graduated  in  the  summer  of  1906.  The  following  year,  he  did 
special  work  in  geology,  acting  as  a  part  time  student  instructor. 
In  the  summer  of  1907,  he  worked  for  the  Van  Orden  Prospecting 
Company  prospecting  for  silver  southwest  of  Cobalt,  Ontario, 
Canada.  Returning  to  the  college,  the  next  two  years  were  spent

as  an  instructor  in  the  Department  of  Geology  under  Prof.  A.  E. 
Seaman. 

In  the  summer  of  1908,  he  took  a  special  course  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Chicago,  studying  petrography  under  Johannsen.  However, 
on  return  to  the  college,  he  discovered  a  charming  lady,  whom  he 
wanted  for  good  or  worse.  He  realized  that  the  teaching  piofession 
did  not  offer  much  in  monetary  rewards,  so  he  resigned. 


Later  he  found  employment  with  Longyear  &  Hodge,  diamond 
drilling  contractors  and  manufacturers  of  diamond  drills  and 
supplies.  One  year  was  spent  around  Cobalt  and  Sudbury,  and 
the  second  year  in  British  Columbia  with  an  oflice  in  \  ancouver. 


In  the  meantime,  he  had  married  Winifred  Ruddiman.  Re¬ 
ceiving  a  better  offer  of  wages  from  the  Dominion  Nickel  (  opper 
Company  Ltd.  of  Sudbury,  he  resigned  and  arrived  at  the  Whistle 
Mine,  Sudbury  on  July  1st,  1911.  After  two  years,  having  blocked 
out  some  10,000,000  tons  of  copper  nickel  ore  at  the  Murray  Mine, 
the  Company  sold  out  to  the  British  America  Nickel  Corp.  Ltd. 
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This  company  wasn  t  interested  in  finding  more  ore,  so  he  accepted 
an  ofier  from  the  Canadian  Copper  Company  Ltd.-,  in  1913.  In  the 
next  year  nearly  9,000,000  tons  of  rich  nickel  copper  ore  was 
blocked  out  by  diamond  drilling  at  the  Creighton  Mine. 

At  the  rate  of  tons  mined  in  1917,  the  company  had  over  100 
years  ore  supply  proven,  so  became  less  active  in  exploratory  work. 
Looking  around  for  more  active  work,  he  purchased  a  third  interest 
in  Smith  &  Travers  Diamond  Drilling  Company  Ltd.  in  1917.  A 
year  later,  John  L.  Agnew  purchased  Smith  &  Travers  and  Smith 
&  Durkee  Diamond  Drilling  Companies,  forming  a  new  company 
called  Smith  &  Travers  Company  Ltd.,  in  which  Mr.  Hitchcock 
retained  his  equity. 

This  new  company  was  a  success*.  Mr.  Hitchcock  helped  to 
carry  on  this  business  for  35  years.  In  1953,  while  acting  as  it’s 
president,  he  purchased  control  of  the  stock  of  the  company.  He 
then  arranged  a  deal  with  a  subsidiary  company  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Nickel  Company  of  Canada  Ltd.,  whereby  he  and  all  his 
stockholders  sold  their  stock  in  Smith  &  Travers  Company  Ltd. 
for  cash. 

The  Leonard  Gold  Medal  was  awarded  to  him  for  his  paper. 
Diamond  Drilling  Practice,  as  the  best  paper  on  a  mining  subject 
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presented  by  a  member  of  the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada  and 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  in  1933. 

He  served  two  terms  as  president  of  the  Canadian  Diamond 
Drilling  Association  of  which  he  was  elected  its  first  life  member 
in  1954. 

Also  in  1954  his  Alma  Mater,  the  Michigan  College  of  Mining 
&  Technology  awarded  him  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Engineering. 

Since  Mr.  Hitchcock’s  retirement  from  business,  he  has  devoted 
himself  to  the  study  and  investment  in  Canadian  common  stocks 
as  a  hedge  against  continued  inflation  using  a  method  developed  and 
used  by  him  over  the  years  since  1924  for  recording  data  and 
charting. 

In  1958  he  was  living  at  5  Cypress  St.,  Sudbury,  Ontario, 
Canada. 
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Clara  Winifred  (Ruddiman)  Hitchcock,  wife  of  Clarence 
Horace  Hitchcock,  was  born  on  Dec.  26,  1878  in  Muskegon, 
Michigan. 

She  died  in  Sudbury,  Ontario  on  Dec.  8,  1953  of  stroke,  and  was 
cremated  at  the  William  Speers  Funeral  Home  in  Toronto.

Clara  Winifred  Ruddiman,  known  as  Winifred,  spent  most  of 
her  childhood  in  Petoskey,  Mich.,  where  she  lived  with  her  parents 
at  the  corner  of  Mitchel  &  Petoskey  Sts. 

She  graduated  from  the  Petoskey  High  School  in  1897.  Deciding 
to  become  a  teacher,  she  received  a  teachers  third  grade  certificate 
on  March  26,  1897.

She  graduated  from  the  Kindergarten  Training  School,  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan  in  1900,  receiving  a  third  grade  city  certificate, 
Petoskey,  Michigan  on  April  8,  1902,  where  she  taught  the  following 
two  years. 

In  1904,  she  accepted  a  position  as  teacher  at  Houghton, 
Michigan  where  she  taught  until  her  marriage  in  1910  at  Seattle, 
Washington. 

Winifred  Ruddiman  was  a  good  teacher,  a  spicy  entertaining 
person,  well  liked  by  people.  She  had  character  and  stood  for 
what  she  thought  was  right. 

About  seven  years  after  her  marriage,  she  became  an  invalid 
from  arthritis.  Although  in  a  wheel  chair  for  thirty  years,  she 
proved  herself  a  good  wife  and  mother. 
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Grace  Helen9  Hitchcock  (Martin  H. 8 ,  Horace  P? ,  Amasa6,  RIP, 
John'1,  Nathaniel* ,  John*,  Luke1),  the  daughter  of  Martin  H.  and 
Alice  Lamenzie  (Lyon)  Hitchcock,  was  born  in  their  farm  home  in 
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Summit  Township,  Mason  County,  Michigan,  on  January  2,  1892. 
The  house  at  that  time  was  the  original  structure  erected  in  the 
late  fall  of  1878  when  her  newly  married  parents  arrived  to  begin 
the  carving  of  a  fruit  farm  and  a  home  from  their  forest  covered 
acres.  As  time  passed,  small  additions  were  made  to  the  house  to 
take  care  of  their  two  children.  Also  it  was  necessary  to  provide 
room  and  board  for  the  hired  help  required  to  clear  the  land  of 
timber  and  to  care  for  crops  and  young  orchards.  In  the  year  of 
Grace  Helen’s  birth,  a  new  barn  was  built  —  framed  with  the  finest 
of  timbers,  carefully  selected  by  her  father  and  seasoned  through 
a  period  of  years.  When  she  was  ten  years  of  age,  a  new  house  was 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  one. 

She  spent  her  childhood  in  these  two  homes  and  soon  became 
a  participant  in  the  rapidly  developing  enterprise  of  growing  fruit. 
As  a  small  child,  she  often  “dropped”  strawberry  plants  when  new 
patches  were  being  set.  She  was  encouraged  to  earn  and  save  by 
picking  such  small  fruits  as  strawberries,  raspberries  and  currants. 
She  was  taught  to  have  pride  in  the  production  of  good  fruit  and  to 
handle  it  with  the  respect  it  deserved.  With  this  experience,  she 
was  able  in  her  early  teens  to  take  over  the  greater  part  of  the  job 
of  packing  the  small  fruits  of  the  farm  for  shipment  to  city  markets. 
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Her  formal  education  did  not  begin  until  she  was  seven  years 
old  because  Fairview  school  which  she  would  attend- was  nearly  two 
miles  away  from  the  farm.  This  rural  school  was  well  named.  It 
was  located  a  short  distance  from  high  banks  which  rose  abruptly 
from  the  sandy  shore  of  Lake  Michigan.  The  view  was  beautiful 
and  ever  changing.  As  a  playground  for  children,  the  possibilities 
were  without  parallel.  Due  to  centralization  of  schools,  this  school 
which  had  been  unused  for  several  years,  was  sold  at  auction  in  1957. 

Because  of  the  late  start  in  school,  her  father  bought  a  black¬ 
board,  taught  her  the  alphabet  and  considerable  in  the  way  of 
spelling  as  well  as  “reading,  writing  and  arithmetic”  before  she 
started  going  to  school.  After  seven  years  in  rural  schools  —  six 
at  Fairview  and  one  at  French  —  she  passed  the  state  examination 
required  for  graduation.  In  1910,  she  was  graduated  from  Ludington 
high  school  as  valedictorian  of  her  class. 

In  1912,  she  entered  what  was  then  known  as  the  Michigan 
Agricultural  College  at  East  Lansing,  Michigan.  There  she  majored 
in  home  economics  but  also  included  most  of  the  sciences  available 
as  a  large  part  of  her  studies.  Of  special  interest  to  her  were 
bacteriology,  chemistry,  physiology  of  nutrition,  botany  and 
entomology.  While  in  college,  she  was  a  member  of  the  Sesame 
Literary  society  of  which  she  was  fall  term  president  during  her 
senior  year.  In  1914,  she  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  Alpha 
Chapter  of  Omicron  Nu,  a  national  honorary  home  economics 
society.  She  served  as  its  secretary  during  1915  and  also  as 
secretary  of  the  first  National  Conclave  of  this  organization,  held 
at  M.A.C.  in  May  of  1915.  She  received  her  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  June  of  1915. 

Following  graduation,  she  taught  home  economics  in  Lake 
Linden,  Michigan  for  one  year.  W  hile  there  she  arranged  for  a 
two  day  cooking  school  for  adults.  This  was  conducted  by  a 
specialist  of  the  M.A.C.  Extension  staff  and  was  a  new  idea  in  that 
area. 

During  a  few  months  spent  at  home  in  Mason  County,  she 
assisted  home  economics  extension  specialists  who  came  into  the 
area,  and  her  interest  in  this  line  of  work  increased.  She  also 
became  active  in  organizing  and  helping  4-H  girls’  clubs.  Much 
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of  this  work  and  some  of  that  which  followed  was  accomplished 
under  the  cloud  of  the  Eirst  World  War. 

At  M.A.C.  in  1917,  the  extension  department  was  considering 
the  idea  of  placing  Home  Demonstration  Agents  in  Michigan 
counties.  Ottawa  was  prepared  to  be  the  first  Michigan  county 
to  receive  the  service.  Grace  Hitchcock  was  approached  relative 
to  this  position  and  received  the  appointment,  effective  July  1, 
1917.  She  remained  in  this  work  until  October,  1920,  living  in 
Grand  Haven  and  having  her  office  space  with  the  County  Agricul¬ 
tural  Agent  in  the  Court  House  at  Grand  Haven.  Because  of  the 
war,  there  was  a  scarcity  of  sugar,  meat  and  white  flour  as  well  as 
textiles.  Consequently  a  large  part  of  her  work  was  devoted  to 
conservation,  the  best  use  of  materials  available  and  how  to  use 
substitutes.  This  was  done  by  means  of  talks,  demonstrations  and 
exhibits  before  all  sorts  of  groups  such  as  Tanners’  Institutes, 
P.T.A.s,  Granges,  Women’s  Clubs,  County  Fairs,  etc.  She  was  a 
registered  Red  Cross  Dietitian,  No.  1463,  and  conducted  adult 
classes  on  nutrition  for  the  Red  Cross.  In  girls’  4-H  work,  she 
organized  clubs  and  gave  instruction  to  the  girls  and  their  local 
leaders  as  needed.  Also  4-H  demonstration  teams  were  trained, 
especially  in  canning  and  hot  lunch  projects,  for  competition  at 
the  Michigan  State  Fair.  In  the  hot  lunch  project,  she  developed 
a  plan  for  rotating  the  children  as  workers  and  a  simple  system  of 
bookkeeping  which  allowed  a  child  to  bring  money  or  farm  products 
according  to  his  convenience.  There  was  no  charity,  no  free  food 
from  the  government  and  no  paid  helpers.  But  nutrition  was  im¬ 
proved ;  and  in  addition  the  project  had  considerable  educational 
value  in  practical  home  economics  and  arithmetic. 

The  most  important  aspect  of  this  work,  somewhat  over¬ 
shadowed  by  the  pressing  problems  of  the  war,  was  that  women  and 
girls  began  to  organize  as  homemakers  to  study  family  problems 
and  to  learn  how  to  achieve  a  better  life  in  their  homes. 

In  the  fall  of  1920,  Grace  Helen  returned  to  the  farm  in  Mason 
County  to  assist  her  widowed  mother  in  its  operation.  This  venture 
was  a  successful  one  and  lasted  until  1945.  At  this  time,  because 
of  difficult  labor  conditions  and  her  mother’s  failing  health,  the 
farm  was  sold.  A  small  home  in  Ludington  was  purchased  so  that 
she  could  give  her  mother  the  constant  care  needed.  After  her 
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mother’s  death  in  1947,  she  continued  to  reside  in  this  home  at  903 
East  Ludington  Ave.,  Ludington,  Michigan. 

Grace  Helen  read  regularly  several  newspapers  and  magazines. 
As  to  books,  she  enjoyed  history,  biography  and  poetry.  In  politics, 
she  was  a  Taft  Republican.  She  was  familiar  with  many  types  of 
needlework.  A  favorite  hobby  learned  as  a  child  was  the  making 
of  “tatting”,  a  form  of  knotted  lace.  Her  Junior-Hop  dress,  made 
while  at  M.A.C.,  was  trimmed  with  medallions  and  edging  of  this 
lace  made  of  silk  iloss  and  silver  thread.  Since  1921,  she  has  been 
doing  research  on  the  genealogies  of  the  Hitchcock  and  Lyon 
families.  For  a  number  of  years,  she  has  collected  U.S.  stamps  and 
in  1957  is  still  actively  engaged  in  this  hobby.  She  enjoyed  travel 
and  visited  much  of  the  United  States  and  parts  of  Canada. 

She  became  a  member  of  Mason  Grange  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
and  later  of  Pere  Marquette  Grange,  both  in  Mason  County.  She 
was  also  a  member  of  Mason  County  Pomona  Grange.  In  Home 
Demonstration  groups,  she  has  been  active  most  of  the  time  since 
1921,  and  was  a  local  leader  much  of  this  time. 

Grace  Helen  was  five  feet  four  inches  tall  and  small  boned  in 
structure.  She  had  very  dark  brown  eyes  and  fine  textured  light 
brown  hair  which  began  to  turn  gray  when  she  was  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  a  Hitchcock  family  trait.  As  a  young  woman,  she 
was  almost  too  slender  but  later  the  problem  of  excess  weight 
was  a  constant  problem. 

She  was  a  studious,  thoughtful  person.  Circumstances  had 
required  that  she  conquer  a  natural  shyness  as  much  as  possible. 
She  was  conscientious  in  her  conduct  but  also  had  a  strong  sense 
of  humor.  She  was  very  loyal  to  family  and  friends  and  a  friend 
once  made  was  seldom  lost. 
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Estella  May  Marvin,  Sr.  (Emma*,  Horace  P.7,  Amasa °,  Eli'1, 
John'1,  Nathaniel1,  John1,  Luke1),  daughter  of  John  Adelbert  and 
Emma  (Hitchcock)  Marvin,  was  born  on  May  10,  1874  in  Garret, 
Indiana. 
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She  married  John  Henry  Du  Bois  on  September  21,  1898  in 
her  parents’  home  in  Lansing,  Michigan.  She  died  in  Detroit,  Wayne 
County,  Michigan  on  December  14,  1947.  She  had  been  a  diabetic 
for  a  number  of  years  but  died  as  the  result  of  a  stroke.  She  and 
her  husband  who  preceded  her  in  death  are  both  buried  in  the 
Roselawn  Cemetery,  Oakland  County,  Michigan,  near  Detroit.

Norma  Gertrude  Marvin  spent  her  early  life  with  her  parents 
in  Lansing,  Michigan.  After  her  father  and  mother  died,  she  went 
to  Detroit  where  she  did  bookkeeping  for  an  automobile  agency 
until  her  marriage  in  1936. 

She  and  her  husband  are  both  Methodists. 

Norma  was  a  slender  woman  of  a  little  less  than  medium  height 
and  her  brown  hair  had  an  auburn  tint  to  it.  She  had  artistic 
ability  and  a  love  of  color.  As  a  young  girl  she  liked  to  paint  — 
especially  florals.  She  enjoyed  entertaining  friends  and  relatives. 
One  of  her  pastimes  was  the  popular  card  game  Canasta. 

An  incident  that  occurred  very  early  in  her  life  is  amusing.  At 
the  time  of  her  birth,  her  father  was  working  in  the  Auditor  General 
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Department,  State  Capitol,  Lansing,  Michigan.  Mr.  Marvin  had 
made  known  to  his  associates  there  that  a  son  who  could  some  day 


vote  the  Democratic  ticket  would  be  quite  welcome  —  women  did 
not  then  have  the  franchise.  Also  he  wanted  the  baby  named  after 
Norm  G.  Cooper  with  whom  he  had  once  edited  a  paper  in  Sturgis, 
Michigan.  When  the  baby  was  a  girl,  the  Capitol  clerks  took  up  a 
collection  of  $100.00  and  chose  the  name  of  Gertrude  for  her  so  that 
her  middle  initial  would  be  a  “G”.  Someone  in  the  Auditor  General 
Department  wrote  the  following  poem  and  it  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Marvin.

The  baby  did  grow  up  and  now  votes,  but  she  is  a  Republican.

She  was  married  to  Floyd  William  Parker  by  Dr.  E.  B.  Reed  on 
June  19,  1912,  in  Hillsdale,  Michigan. 

When  she  was  four  years  old,  her  parents  moved  to  a  farm  in 
adjoining  Adams  Township.  There  she  spent  her  childhood.  She 
attended  the  local  school,  and  in  June  1910,  graduated  from  the 
North  Adams  High  School.  For  the  next  two  years,  she  was  a  rural 
school  teacher.  After  her  marriage  in  1912,  she  and  her  husband 
moved  to  a  farm  in  Washtenaw  County  near  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

By  the  time  ten  years  had  passed,  she  was  the  mother  of  three 
children,  and  was  leading  the  busy  life  of  a  farm  woman.  But 
she  still  found  time  to  devote  to  her  favorite  hobbies  —  garden, 
flowers  and  poultry.  By  1920,  she  was  experimenting  with  a  140-egg 
incubator  to  hatch  chicks.  The  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  she 
decided  to  install  additional  equipment.  By  1938,  production  was 
increased  to  the  extent  that  the  assistance  of  two  other  members 
of  the  family  was  required  to  operate  the  business.  At  this  time,  a 
modern  incubator  holding  thousands  of  eggs  was  a  part  of  the 
equipment.  During  this  development,  the  Parkers  studied  the 
poultry  business  and  cooperated  with  the  poultry  department  of 
Michigan  State  College.  Their  farm  was  one  of  those  selected  as 
a  demonstration  center  for  many  years  by  the  state  college 
specialists.  Culling  demonstrations  and  other  clinics  were  held 
there.  In  1934,  one  of  their  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  hens  won  the 
international  egg  laying  contest  at  Michigan  State  College. 

The  Parkers  hatched  only  eggs  from  their  own  strain  of  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks.  Eventually  Mr.  Parker  took  a  short  course  at 
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Michigan  State  to  become  a  qualified  blood  tester  of  poultry.  A 
son,  El  wood,  also  took  the  short  course  and  became  the  third  member 
of  this  team  in  the  operation  of  the  hatchery. 

Through  the  years  the  hatchery  flourished.  In  1938,  there 
were  500  hens  on  the  96-acre  farm.  The  year  previous  they  hatched 
3,000  white  and  bronze  turkeys.  In  1952,  for  health  reasons,  the 
hatchery  was  discontinued.  But  they  continued  to  raise  poultry 
and  now  furnish  the  University  of  Michigan  research  laboratories 
with  fertile  eggs  for  experimental  work. 


Myrtle  Hitchcock  Parker  was  an  active  member  in  Michigan 
Farm  Bureau  work  and  also  Home  Economics  Extension  work 
from  Michigan  State  University,  for  which  she  was  a  local  leader 
for  many  years.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Dixboro  Methodist 
Church  and  of  their  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.

In  religion  she  was  a  Catholic.  She  was  the  eldest  of  eleven 
children,  nine  girls  and  two  boys. 

In  stature  she  was  medium  size,  rather  slim,  and  had  brown 
hair.  She  had  a  very  cheerful  and  friendly  disposition,  always 
seeing  the  bright  side  of  things.  Her  home  was  managed  with 
special  attention  being  given  to  bringing  up  her  children  properly. 

Edna’s  father,  Israel,  the  son  of  Pierre  Carrey  and  Melina 
Clement,  was  born  in  Sudbury,  Ontario,  Canada.  At  the  age  of 
six  he  attended  school  in  Massey,  Ontario.  The  family  then  moved 
to  Gracefield,  Quebec,  for  four  years,  thence  to  V  ictoria  Mine, 
Ontario,  for  two  years.  Later  the  family  moved  to  Massey  where 
Israel  attended  Public  School  until  fifteen  years  of  age. 

During  the  last  three  years  of  school,  Israel  worked  during 
summer  vacations  at  the  following  places:  a  hydraulic  power  plant 
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at  Turbine,  owned  by  the  Canadian  Copper  Company,  Wabigiskick 
Power  Plant  at  Nairn  Centre,  owned  by  the  Mond  Nickel  Company 
and  the  Crean  Hill  Mine  of  the  Canadian  Copper  Company. 


At  sixteen  he  worked  at  the  Hermina  Copper  Mine  near  Massey, 
Ontaiio.  At  seventeen  he  worked  as  a  mine  power  house  operator 
at  Cobalt  and  as  a  diamond  drill  helper  for  Tom  Smith  at  the 
Silver  Queen  Mine,  Cobalt.

Returning  to  Sudbury  in  1910  he  worked  for  the  Algoma

to  Manitoulin  Island.  He  operated  the  first  locomotive  on  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Algoma  Central  Railway  from  Franz  to  Hearst, 
Ontario.  On  August  22nd,  1914,  he  registered  with  the  Canadian 
Army  but  was  never  called.  He  worked  at  the  Frood  Mine  and 
was  later  transferred  to  the  Creighton  Mine. 

In  1917,  he  worked  as  locomotive  foreman  for  Fraser  Brace 
at  High  Falls  Power  Plant.  He  was  employed  by  the  Spanish  Paper

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Company  from  1919  to  1927,  moving  then  to  Carpenter  &  Son  at 
Blind  River. 

After  a  short  period  with  Fraser  Brace  at  Copper  Cliff,  he  was 
employed  at  the  Ontario  Refinery  of  International  Nickel  at  Copper 
Cliff,  Ontario,  as  general  pipe  fitter  foreman  until  pensioned  in  1956.
